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The Pope’s 
Money Changers 


‘om Is A SPANISH saying that “money 
is a powerful lord,” “poderoso caballero es don 
dinero.” This seems to have its practical applica- 
tion in the activities and ambitious growth of the 
financiers of the Knights of Columbus. 

With money they can buy power; they can 
enter into Government; they can even move the 
conscience of those who are in high places; and 
they can change the face of nations. 

We are reminded:of our Lord’s admonition: 
“No servant can serve two masters; for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other, or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon.”

Balke-Collender Company Building, Chicago, 950 
thousand dollars; the proposed new five-million- 
dollar Sheraton Hotel, to be built here on the long- 
time site of K. of C. national headquarters, $2,- 
500,000; a new steel tube mill in Bridgeport, 
$1,800,000.” 


" ewer, as in October, 1958, the Knights 
pride themselves: 

“We are, without doubt, becoming big. We 
have certainly been working to that end and the 
yearly figures show we have been succeeding.

"ee (STATE) DEPARTMENT recently gave 
careful consideration to the matter of voting 
of United States citizens in the papal election. 
In the Department’s view, the real signifi- 
cance of the election of a pope is religious— 
the fact that the individual elected becomes 
the Bishop of Rome and titular head of the 
Roman Catholic Church—and it is only inci- 
dental that by virtue of his office as head of 
the Roman Catholic Church the Pope is also 
head of the State of Vatican City. Accord- 
ingly, the Department is of the view that the 
papal election is not a ‘political election’ with- 
in the meaning of the provisions of the Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act pertaining to the 
loss of nationality.

This is the answer given by the State Depart- 
ment to an inquiry by an American citizen regard- 
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with the accumulation of material gains, what 
time does this leave them to enter into solitude 
and seek their God?

It might be well to put a Christian mora- 
torium to this busy accumulation of things and 
return to a quiet, humble life, wherein men rely 
upon God to supply their needs, and have time to 
worship Him as the only true God.

ing the status of the American cardinals who have 
voted in the election of a foreign potentate. 

In our opinion the State Department is only 
playing with words. 

The Government knows only too well that 
when the Roman Catholic prelates take the oath 
of allegiance to a sovereign pontiff, who is head 
of a state, they are not performing merely an ec- 
clesiastical rite but a political function as well. 

Canon Law is clear in this matter, and it es- 
tablishes the two perfect powers of the Roman 
Catholic Church: one distinctly temporal and the 
other distinctly spiritual. 

When the Pope is elected and becomes the 
head of the Vatican, the cardinals vote for him in 
the capacity of a political leader, not merely as the 
head of the Roman Catholic Church. 

According to the Immigration and Nationality 
Act, when American cardinals vote in a foreign 
election for a temporal head of state they have 
lost their right to American citizenship. Conse- 
quently the right of these cardinals to American 
citizenship should be annulled. 

We call the attention of our readers to the 
fact that our Government has capriciously chosen 
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to consider this important and serious matter “‘in- 
cidental,” but to American citizens in general and 
Protestants in particular this attitude of ignoring 
the legality of the issue and bypassing our laws in 
order to show favor to one religious group is de- 
grading to our nation’s honor. 


A STATE OR RELIGION? 


It is a known fact that the Vatican receives 
ambassadors from approximately fifty foreign 
countries and sends its diplomatic representatives 
to them as well. The Vatican State as a political 
entity has its own government, laws, currency, 
army, flag, stamps, and oath of allegiance. The Ro- 
man Catholic Church is invested with executive, 
judicial and representative powers just like any 
other world government. The Nuncio, who repre- 
sents the Pope before foreign governments, is al- 
ways the head of the diplomatic corps in all Cath- 
olic nations. 

It was certainly not without reason that Mexi- 
co took action against the Roman Catholic Church 
by outlawing it as a foreign power. In 1934 the 
government of Mexico published a Historic and 
Juridical Study of the position of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in Mexico, indicating why, as a foreign 
power engaging in intrigue, the Roman Catholic 
Church was outlawed by the official action of the

iy ONE of its January issues, the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor carried on its editorial page 
the following startling article from the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. Since the Monitor has long been 
an advocate of true Americanism, maintaining an 
uncompromising stand for freedom and loyalty to 
our Protestant heritage, its implied endorsement 
of the article is distinctly disappointing. 


“WE LIKE TO THINK" 


“We like to think,” states the Courier-Journal, 
using the subliminal approach, “that the American 
people are wiser, more politically mature, more 
tolerant than they were thirty years ago. Some 
are eager to test this progress. They would nomi- 
nate a Roman Catholic for the Presidency, in the 
belief that the bigotry that flared against Alfred 
E. Smith in 1928 is dead in America today. 

“There are several prominent Democrats with 
whom such a test could be made in 1960. Governor 
‘Pat’ Brown of California, Senators Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine and Frank Lausche of Ohio are 
practicing Catholics, while Governor Robert Mey- 
ner of New Jersey was baptized a Catholic, but no 
longer adheres to that church. The most obvious 
choice would be Senator John F. Kennedy. His 
phenomenal record as a vote-getter in Massachu- 
setts, his impressive record in the Senate, the 
friends he won at the convention in 1956, and his 
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government. President Emilio Portes Gil said, 
among many other things, “The accumulation of 
money in the hands of the clergy, sent out of the 
country to support a foreign sovereign [the Pope], 
means ruination of our country.” 

Further proof that the Vatican considers it- 
self a political power is shown in the fact that 
Catholic sources in Rome say that the Vatican 
would like to become a full-fledged member of the 
United Nations. Representatives of the Catholic 
state now are admitted as observers at the meet- 
ings of most bodies of the UN. 

Democratic Representative Victor L. Anfuso, 
of New York, who paid his homage to the Pope 
rather recently, now pleads that this is “a most 
propitious time” for the United States to establish 
diplomatic relations with the Vatican, introducing 
a resolution calling for the “immediate” naming 
of an envoy to the seat of the Roman Catholic 
Church, proving further our assertion that the 
Roman Church considers itself a political power. 

The political state power of the Vatican is not 
incidental to the Roman Church, but is the basic 
doctrine upon which Catholicism is established. 

Let every voter decide for himself whether or 
not this matter is “incidental” and then act accord- 
ingly. Let every citizen communicate his opinion 
to his elected representatives now concerning this 
vital matter.

However, such so-called political maturity is 
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ridiculous in the light of history and is in fact 
synonymous with inexcusable ignorance of both 
history and present world conditions as related to 
Roman Catholic domination. A cloudy “it can’t 
happen here” attitude has never been exemplified 
by the Christian Science Monitor, but rather one 
of keen awareness and alertness to world trends 
and conditions.

Reaching the “man on the street’? and the 
cultural classes will require a publication attrac- 
tive in every detail of style of printing, choice of 
paper, format and content. These people will re- 
spond more readily to authors with their own geo- 
graphical background. Indigenous writings will 
strike a spiritually responsive chord more easily 
than “imported” sermons and articles. 

The magazine will need to broaden its outlook 
beyond the local horizon and offer these people a 
comprehensive view of world conditions as such 
conditions relate to their own problems, thus al- 
lowing them to fellowship with other Christians 
world-over, in their trials as well as their triumphs. 

It is good to focus our efforts upon the un- 
learned, but it must be remembered that the appeal 
must not overlook the cultured populace of these 
countries, for the illiterate look to the literate for 
leadership. Facilities are available now as never 
before for the education of the unschooled multi- 
tudes, allowing those to read who never before 
have enjoyed this privilege. These hungry, seeking 
ones avidly accept the printed word from any and 
all sources. The forces of Communism and Roman- 
ism will feed and influence these yearning ones, 
who are pliable for the molding of the “pen which 
is mightier than the sword.”

the Bible in Brazil, published in seven languages, 
wrote us some time ago: “We seem on the eve of 
great happenings from within the Roman Church 
in Brazil. Last year a well known Catholic Bishop 
abjured his church and has gathered a large crowd 
of adherents. This movement is likely to have a 
great impact on the whole continent, and hence 
the great need of literature of the right kind at 
this great hour of destiny. There is a famine of 
good books in Brazil, and after reading The Monk 
Who Lived Again, we were gripped by the thought 
of the immense impression and good which would 
certainly follow its publication in Portuguese at 
this hour.” 

The growth of literacy in Latin America dur- 
ing recent years has been amazing. In Mexico 
alone, as a result of the National Campaign 
against illiteracy, more than 400,000 persons, 
ranging in age from 12 to 50 years, have become 
literate. It is hoped that within five years every 
adult in Mexico will know how to read and write. 
Are we going to give them adequate material for 
reading? 

In a conference with your editor, Dr. Raul 
Pinto, one of the ablest Senators of Peru, more 
recently President of the Electoral Board and also 
Ambassador to Italy, spoke about the life of a 
prisoner, Hilario Rodriquez by name, who had 
committed murder. At the time when Rodriquez 
fell into the hands of the authorities, Dr. Pinto 
was the highest judge of one of the largest cities 
in Peru, and had to sentence this man to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. 


POWER OF THE PRINTED WORD 


From the lips of Dr. Pinto, the testimony 
came: “Somehow the Protestants managed to get 
him some of their literature, and the most fero- 
cious criminal, as Rodriquez was, little by little 
changed into one of the most pacific characters. 
Day and night, the wardens were watching to 
learn why he was showing such a different attitude 
—it might be he was trying to get their favor and 
manage to escape. Finally investigation was made, 
and more convincingly the truth came to all of us 
that with Rodriquez it was a matter of a change 
of life. That Protestant literature had enough 
power to make that change. The authorities were 
there to exercise discipline, but he did not need 
any. 


CHRISTIAN HERITAGE 


“For my own satisfaction,” Dr. Pinto con- 
tinued, “I brought the prisoner to my office. For a 
man of my type, it was not easy to be convinced, 
put these were not words, but a life, that finally 
opened my eyes—the truth of Christianity can de- 
liver a man. Rodriquez is a saint.” 

Rodriquez was converted by the Gospel litera- 
ture that was sent to him. In one of his letters to 
the Editor, he said, “I am praying that God might 
not let me go free from this place. Behind the 
prison bars He has given me this great commission 
of winning souls amongst my fellow prisoners. 
Over thirty prisoners have accepted the Word of 
God, and I am having weekly services here as long 
as the police authorities allow me.” 


GROWING CHALLENGE 


Hardly a month passes without some kind of 
revolution in some Latin American country! The 
practice of democracy and even the sense of fair 
play in politics will come only when the Gospel is 
accepted as an experience. Latin America has 
never received the spirit of the Reformation. Doors 
have been closed for centuries to Protestant Chris- 
tianity. John Gunther points out this fact, stating 
that “Latin America was, it happened, colonized 
by two countries, Spain and Portugal, that never 
experienced Reformation.” This, we believe, is the 
reason for so many revolutions in Latin America. 

On the other hand, Latin America is the fast- 
est growing region in the world, according to 
Demographer Kingsley Davis, a member of the 
Department of Economics and Social Institutions 
of Princeton University. With three times the 
area of the United States, Latin America has long 
lagged behind in population. In 1900 Latin Ameri-

lew MUCH HAVE YOU in capital assets?

These 
are not the most important questions put to man. 
Immeasurably more important than any of these 
is that question in James 4:14: “What is your 
life?” 


LIFE IS A GREAT MYSTERY 


The mystery of life is enclosed in these 
thoughts: I possess life, I am here, yet I am not 
here forever. Life’s veil of mystery can be pinned 
back with this sublime assurance: we are the 
special objects of God’s thoughts. God had a spe- 
cific purpose in creating us, but God does not in- 
tend to leave us here forever. In a special sense 
the importance of one’s life will depend upon the 
part he plays while here on this earth, where in 
the space of time he spends only a small portion 
of his existence. 
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ca had an estimated 62,000,000 to 75,000,000 in 
the United States. But now Latin America has a 
population of over 175,000,000. By 1970 Latin 
America’s population will be between 200,000,000 
and 225,000,000. 

Pope Pius XII expressed concern over the 
lack of Catholicity in Latin America and stressed 
the need of more priests to regain those lost to the 
faith. In addressing the World Union of Catholic 
Women’s Organizations a year before his death, 
the Pope said: “Insofar as Latin America is con- 
cerned, it would seem that prompt action is needed 
in two directions. First, protect the faith against 
the propaganda of non-Catholic confessions. In 
too many cases that faith has become superficial. 
It lacks a large enough priesthood. It is therefore 
your task to develop personal religious convictions 
and take care of the development of a Christian 
way of life.” (Catholic Mind, May-June, p. 284) 

What more fertile field than Latin America 
could be presented to Protestants to sow the seed 
of the Gospel through Christian literature? As 
indicated by the Pope himself, the Roman Cath- 
olic Church has neglected this field. Their neglect 
is a challenge to Protestants to reinforce their ac- 
tivities and to work toward the establishment of 
a new reformation there. Without the Bible and 
the Protestant literature the Reformation of Mar- 
tin Luther and of Calvin would never have succeed- 
ed. Literature is the ammunition that missionaries 
must be provided with, in order to conquer a con- 
tinent for Christ. 


Our hearts are burdened, and we ask that you 
share this burden with us in prayer for the wait- 
ing, Christless ones. We are mindful of our Lord’s 
command: “Feed my lambs... Feed my sheep... 
Go ye, and teach all nations.” 





Life is a mystery, for we have yet to learn 
from whence it comes.

LIFE IS A GREAT JOURNEY 


It is a great journey not because of its dura- 
tion, for it is really short. Even if we lived as 
Methuselah did, for 969 years, those years would 
be but a drop in the ocean of time. This journey is 
not dependent upon the number of our days, but 
on what endeavors occupy those days. Christ lived 
only thirty-three years and the majority of those 
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years were lived in obscurity. He had only three- 
and-a-half years of public ministry, but how long 
that ministry has lived! 


Christ’s life was not consumed but consum- 
mated—a purposeful journey during which he 
left not one single thing undone. When upon the 
cross of Calvary He said about His life, “It is 
finished,”’ He referred not merely to the thirty- 
three years of life on earth but to the work of His 
ministry perfectly performed. Just a few days be- 
fore He went to the cross He told His Father: “I 
have glorified thee on the earth: I have finished 
the work which thou gavest me to do.” (John 
17:4) 

The Apostle Paul referred to this journey as 
a course. “I have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith.” (II Tim. 
4:7) He was at the end of his life when he wrote 
these words to Timothy. When he looked back 
over the path he had travelled he could say, with 
full conviction, that he had fulfilled the entire com- 
mission God had given him. 


If you look ahead to life’s journey and feel 
tempted to say your life is worth little to God or 
man, or if your life lacks purpose, remember that 
a life dedicated to God is full of untold possibili- 
ties. The road ahead of you can be one of fulfill- 
ment, marked by accomplishments for God which 
have eternal value. 

If you feel ill-equipped to set out upon this 
journey or to press toward such a destination 
consider Moses, the representative of all who bring 
before God the question: “Who am I? What shall 
I say? I don’t have the tools to fulfill this commis- 
sion. I have an impediment. I am nothing.” But 
when God wishes to put value into a life, He an- 
swers: “What is in thine hand?” And whatever 
equipment you have for life’s journey has im- 
measurable possibilities when touched by God’s 
hand. Even your disadvantages can become God’s 
advantages. 


LIFE IS A GREAT TREASURE 


The Word of God tells us that each human 
life is of inestimable worth to God. Christ placed 
no value upon the material things any man owned, 
but upon man’s soul. 


In its day the Titanic was the most costly ship 
ever built, and yet it went down. A newspaper boy, 
announcing the tragedy, slipped and fell into the 
Bay at Liverpool. A calloused, excited individual 
remarked: “It’s only a newsboy.” But which loss 
was the greater? The loss of the ship, though a 
costly object, or the loss of the lives—even this 
one small life? 

The evangelist Luke speaks of three losses: 
the sheep that was lost, the money that was lost, 
and the son that was lost. The sheep had not lost 
its life; it was only lost to its owner. The money 
did not lose its worth; it was temporarily lost to 
its possessor. The son was not dead; he was still 
alive, only lost to his father. Separated from the 
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One who purchased us by His blood, we are value- 
less. Belonging to, possessed by and abiding in 
God, we are the ones of whom our Lord said: 
“And the glory which thou gavest me I have given 
them.” 


In the eyes of God our lives are so highly es- 
teemed that no effort was too great to redeem 
them. Diamond hunters go through the wild and 
endless extremes of Africa to secure their jewels. 
Such precious stones may not have the same sig- 
nificance to those of us who do not know their 
value, but the expert eye sees in them what we can- 
not appraise. In each of us God’s eyes of grace 
find untold values, eternal values calling for the 
most costly price, the life of His own Son, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


LIFE IS A GREAT REALITY 


For those who wish to escape from the dark 
reality of life there is only one antidote, the 
blessed reality of Christ. 


There was a simple, unassuming girl working 
in an office, so good in every sense that all who 
knew her speculated upon the reason for her good- 
ness. She was so radiant that one person inquired 
as to the secret of her spiritual exuberance. “You 
never lose your temper. You do not act like the rest 
of us. What is your secret?” The answer was that 
she carried in her heart Someone greater and more 
real than the very world around her. Christ was 
real in her life. “Whom having not seen, ye love; 
in whom, though now ye see Him not, yet believ- 
ing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory:” (I Peter 1:8.) 


The Christian martyrs suffered persecution 
and death because they were animated by reality. 
The indwelling Christ gives to life an abiding real- 
ity so wonderful that, using Paul’s expression, the 
loss of all things he “counted as dung” that he 
might win Christ. 

Those who have experienced this reality know 
He is the only hope of the world and the only 
vehicle to eternity. Christ said, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” (John 14:6) 


Life is not a simple bundle of chemical matter 
that exists for a few years, a substance like a 
straw that is easily moved with every wind. Paul 
in his letter to the citizens of Rome proclaims: “I 
am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
in the power of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek.” Thus He promised this power to every one 
that believed. The mystery of this power, capable 
of turning life into a triumphal and adventurous 
journey, is the treasure Christ gives. 

Can you say that you have this reality? Christ 
came to give it to you in the most satisfying and 
abundant way: “I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly.”

| rn CHRISTIANS 
believe in miracles because they 
believe in the power of God. 
While many of them claim that 
God intervenes miraculously for 
them, they reject the miracles of 
Lourdes. 

This is disconcerting to our 
Roman Catholic friends, and we 
feel we owe them an explanation, 
lest they suspect us of bias or an 
attitude of shutting our eyes in 
prejudice. 

As a matter of fact we have 
very serious reasons for ques- 
tioning the miracles at Lourdes, 
but they are distinctly different 
from those of materialistic athe- 
ists or of certain liberals. 

It is because we believe in the 
supernatural power of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, true God who be- 
came true Man, that we reject all 
that bears the mark of disquiet- 
ing origin. 


Question the Origin 


The most important question 
for us is not to ascertain wheth- 
er miracles are performed at 
Lourdes but, once the fact of the 
miracles is established, to trace 
their origin. 

The well informed Roman 
Catholics know that the doctrine 
of their church admits that the 
most prodigious happenings can 
have any of three origins: a hu- 
man origin (where there is fraud 
or hallucination), a satanic ori- 
gin, and a divine origin. It is 
because we are completely in 
agreement with this three-fold 
possibility of origin that we can- 
not automatically see the hand of 
God in all that is proclaimed 
miraculous. 

The activity of Satan and his

legions is clearly attested by the 
Lord Jesus and His apostles, and 
we must bear in mind that this 
force is a possibility in all won- 
drous signs. The Apostle Paul 
warns the Thessalonians that 
Satan is capable of showing “all 
power and signs and lying won- 
ders,” and in the Second Epistle 
to the Corinthians, he states that 
Satan disguises himself “as an 
angel of light.” (II Thess. 2:9; 
II Cor. 11:14) 

Many other words and events 
in the Scriptures confirm the fact 
of the prodigious power of Satan. 
Indeed, according to the Scrip- 
tures, Satan was the most perfect 
of God’s creatures. The Apostle 
Paul, moreover, designated Satan 
as “the god” of this age. 

The enemy of God plans to 
usurp the role of “god” in rela- 
tion to the human race. It is 
written that the earth will have 
the reign of Christ only after 
having seen the achievements of 
Satan and that religion is the 
most fruitful field of action of 
him whom Jesus also called “‘the 
Prince of the power of the air.” 

Our Roman Catholic friends 
must realize that neither the sup- 
posed miracles of Lourdes, Fa- 
tima and other places, nor the 


pious talk of these various Appa- 
ritions, are in themselves suf- 
ficient proofs of their divine 
origin. 


Mistaken Miracles 


The more enlightened Catholics 
also find that this pious language 
is insufficient evidence to prove 
divine intervention in perform- 
ing the so-called miracles. 

One could list a number of 
miracle-working apparitions, rel- 
ics and statues in which Roman 
authority has lost confidence, or 
those whose marvels were (no 
doubt for good reasons) relegated 
by the hierarchy to the back- 
ground. The case of the Shroud 
of Cadouin, to which is attributed 
thousands of wonderful miracles, 
is quite typical. 

In 1936 the ecclesiastical au- 
thority admitted publicly that the 
shroud, which was claimed to be 
Christ’s, was of material orna- 
mented with Mohammedan in- 
scriptions in honor of Moham- 
med and dated from the eleventh 
century. Even if today our Cath- 
olic friends are no longer urged 
by the bishops to go to Cadouin 
and seek religious stimulus 
whilst piling up precious Indul- 
gences, the fact remains that 








from the twelfth to the twentieth 
century all the popes and bishops 
did urge the faithful, paupers 
and kings, to go and “adore” this 
“most holy relic.” 

This and other unnumbered ex- 
amples prove that the ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of the Church of 
Rome has no true means of spir- 
itual discernment and that in 
trusting blindly to such judg- 
ment, one risks falling into great 
spiritual error. Is it not dreadful 
to think that during eight cen- 
turies blind souls were encour- 
aged to idolatry at Cadouin? 

Evangelical Christians are ap- 
palled at the poor criteria by 
which Roman ecclesiastical au- 
thority determines the accepta- 
bility of a preternatural act. The 
Word of God, which all the appa- 
ritions flout shamelessly, plays no 
part whatever in their judgment. 
On the other hand, apparitions 
“suggest” or “confirm” papal 
dogma badly lacking foundation 
in the Bible and contrary to all 
the teaching of the apostles, as 
did the one of Rue de Bac and 
that of Lourdes. 

The most insipid speeches and 
the most extravagant demands 
become the spiritual food of the 
devotees through these appari- 
tions, but the members of the 
Holy Office are in no way em- 
barrassed thereby. Four hundred 
million “miraculous medals” sold 
between 1832 and 1854 were de- 
clared by the hierarchy “the com- 
mon sense of the faithful.” 


The Roman ecclesiastical au- 
thority shows complete lack of 
spiritual discrimination and ig- 
nores the matter when the falsity 
of the character of an apparition 
is manifested. The Virgin Mary 
in her Apparition at Beauraing, 
1933, is supposed to have prom- 
ised: “I have come among you to 
protect this land from the in- 
vaders. My day is August fifth.” 

After the invasion of 1940, 
Belgian Catholic authority should 
have declared that this promise 
on the part of their “Lady of 
Beauraing”’ was nothing more 
than a sinister boast. Far from 
it, the Bishop of Namur re- 
instituted the pilgrimage in 1943. 
“There is no one more blind than 
he who chooses not to see,” says 
the French proverb. 
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Try the Spirits 


The Apostle *John admonishes 
us to “try the spirits whether 
they are of God.” We do not rec- 
ognize in the language and the 
designs of these apparitions the 
language and designs of God, and 
because the spirit of all these 
messages from the beyond are 
completely foreign to that of the 
Gospel, we reject them. 

The Norwegian paper Sta- 
vanger Aftenblad published the 
account of a school teacher con- 
cerning events which occurred 
in that town on Palm Sunday 
1915. Children of different ages 
are said to have seen, from differ- 
ent places in the town, a vision 
about which their school masters 
and mistresses asked them to 
write. From the majority of the 
concordant accounts of the wit- 
ness of these children the follow- 
ing fact emerged: a _ sentence 
written in huge letters and mak- 
ing a rainbow had suddenly ap- 
peared in the sky. This sentence 
was, “Be converted, Jesus is 
coming again soon.” 

No one is obliged to believe 
this vision has a supernatural 
ovigin. But if one applies the cri- 
terion of the Scriptures to the 
various details of this happening 
nothing prevents us from at- 
tributing it to God. 

The affirmation contained in 
the miraculous sentence of which 
the children testified is one of 
the most obvious messages of 
the New Testament. Further- 
more, this message has not come 
through the channel of a dead 
person. Contact between the liv- 
ing and the dead are acts of 
spiritism strictly forbidden by 
God in Deuteronomy 18:10-11 
and elsewhere in Scripture. The 
Stavanger occurrence could be 
theoretically acceptable while 
those of Lourdes and similar in- 
cidents could not be true. 


Question the Message 


The apparitions frequently give 
orders which directly contradict 
the commandments of God, the 
teachings of Jesus and the prac- 
tice of the apostles. 

The second commandment, 
carefully omitted in the Catholic 
Catechism, forbids making and 


worshiping images. The Appari- 
tion of Fatima urged men to 
make a statue representing her 
and to carry it in processions, 
“giving her great honor.” This 
fact alone should suffice to show 
that the origin of this Apparition 
is not divine. Another such mes- 
sage came from the Apparition 
of the Rue de Bac who asked a 
protective medal be made repre- 
senting her. 

Not only has God forbidden 
the worship of images and sta- 
tues, but He has ordained that 
only to His person shall the act 
of prostration be given. 


Question the Orders 


The Apparition of Lourdes or- 
dered Bernadette to worship her, 
and as a consequence this poor 
girl remains in a kneeling posi- 
tion for future generations be- 
fore someone who is not God. 
What a contrast there is between 
the “Lady” of Lourdes and the 
Angel of the Revelation, who, 
when John thought he should 
prostrate himself before him, for- 
bade him twice, saying: “See 
thou do it not! for I am thy 
fellow-worshipper and that of 
thy brethren the prophets... 
Prostrate before God!” 

The “Lady” of Fatima declared 
to the little seer Francisco that 
he would go to heaven “only if 
he said many chaplets.” On his 
death bed this poor child recited 
rosaries with his last breath, nev- 
er knowing if the quantity re- 
quired had at last been reached. 

Hearts of Christians ache to 
bring such precious souls the gos- 
pel of salvation freely given, that 
Jesus earned heaven for us by 
His perfect and sufficient sacri- 
fice on the cross. In allowing this 
pitiful child, and countless others, 
to remain to the end the victims 
of such traffic, the Roman Cath- 
olic clergy has proved once again 
that the religion which it preaches 
is neither the message nor the 
commandment of God, nor is it 
given by the Holy Spirit. 

Who could have invented such 
a caricature of prayer as the 
frenzied recitations heard at 
Lourdes and elsewhere but the 
Adversary of God? Jesus said: 
“‘When ye pray use not vain repe- 
titions as the heathen do; for 
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they think that by saying a great 
deal, they will be heard.” The 
“Ladies” of Lourdes and Fatima 
have quite a different conception 
of prayer, and discerning Chris- 
tians can see into what a gulf of 
Satanic unfaithfulness these ap- 
paritions would plunge their fol- 
lowers. 


Triumphant Paganism 


The apparitions have reduced 
Christianity to simple paganism. 
Several years ago an important 
daily paper of Calcutta, in a 
country trying to get rid of the 
idols, complained that the west- 
erners brought new ones to their 
people. The statue of the “Lady” 
of Fatima, of which Portugal has 
become the exporter, was carried 
in the streets and idolatrous Asi- 
atic crowds rushed eagerly to this 
new “goddess,” whose prayer in- 
strument, the chaplet, originated 
more than two thousand years 
ago on some bank of their sacred 
river. 

Moved by the memory of the 
scenes of these teeming people, 
the Vatican newspaper Osserva- 
tore Romano proclaimed tri- 
umphantly: “The journey of our 
Lady of Fatima in India has done 
more for the conversion of the 
country than the preaching of 
one hundred missionaries.” 


Fraudulent Usurpation 


Self-glorification of these ap- 
paritions is not the only strange 
aspect of their general behavior. 
The words of the vision of 
Lourdes do not preach Jesus 
Christ. They are words of Mary 
about herself. It is striking to 
notice the analogy between the 
“virgin” thirsting for honors and 
domination, demanding the build- 
ing of places of worship to 
herself, and the mythological 
goddess Juno, who ordered Stra- 
tonice to build her a temple at 
Hierapolis. In former days a 
girdle was shown at the Church 
of Laeken, near Brussels, which 
the “virgin” herself had used to 
mark the dimensions of the tem- 
ple which she ordered. How can 
we recognize our sister, the moth- 
er of Jesus, in these presump-

tuous “virgins” who make such 
claims? 

Does the personal attitude of 
our Lord Jesus Christ toward his 
mother have no authority or 
meaning for Roman Catholics? 


Substitution by Design 


Through careful investigation 
of all the facts available, we un- 
cover the dark design whereby 
a defiled creature is being substi- 
tuted more and more for our 
Lord Jesus Christ. We remember 
the words of John the Baptist, 
who said, speaking of Jesus: “He 
must increase, but I must de- 
crease.” 

The Roman Catholic Church 
makes these “virgins” proclaim 
their own virtues, demand divine 
honors and pervert the Word of 
God to the extent that “she” is 
increased and “He” is decreased. 

When Pope Pius XII, in 1942, 
in order to obey the “Lady” of 
Fatima, had the human race con- 
secrated to the “Immaculate 
Heart of Mary” he denied his 
Lord and officially substituted a 
creature for the Creator. In the 
face of this dreadful betrayal, in- 
tolerable for many Catholics as 
well as Protestants, we cannot 
remain indifferent to the designs 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 

We have learned that many 
Catholics who are really attached 
to their Saviour suffer moral 
torture and even irrepressible re- 
pulsion when faced with this sub- 
stitution of Mary for the Christ. 
We know too that, crushed as 
they are under the terrible pres- 
sure of a system which declares 


itself “infallible,” these friends 
crave from us a witness that does 
not hesitate to speak clearly and 
boldly on these matters. 

To save Lourdes and other such 
places from this obvious “noth- 
ingness,” the Roman clergy in- 
troduces many crude and empty 
things. Here again the medals, 
rosaries, bleeding hearts, scapu- 
lars, holy water, candles, and no- 
venas, the gaining of indulgences 
and frantic recitations, display 
the devotional level of these 
“Ladies.” 


Everything in Him 


Many faithful Catholics feel 
deep, disquieting confusion that 
their priests, bishops and popes 
hinder them from giving the In- 
carnate God an exclusive place 
in their devotion. 

We pray for them that, in the 
face of excesses which become 
more and more revealing and 
which hurt them deeply, they 
may have the courage to see that 
the interposition of the creature 
is offensive to our Lord Jesus 
Christ and to Almighty God. 
Those who give themselves will- 
ingly to this illegitimate interpo- 
sition prove that they have not 
yet really believed, nor really un- 
derstood, what the Apostle Paul 
meant when he said that “we 
have everything, fully, in Him.” 
(Col. 3:10.) 

Looking through the ecclesi- 
astical mirage to the truth con- 
cerning the miracles of Lourdes, 
we find that these healings are 
not indeed as frequent as one is 
led to believe. From 1858 to 1956, 
or in 98 years, only 54 were rec- 
ognized by ecclesiastical author- 
ity. Christians see more miracles 
performed by the grace of God 
than all the illusory manifesta- 
tions worked by the power of the 
devil as a reward for idolatry. 

Only God is all-powerful. That 
is why conscientious Christians 
who desire miraculous interven- 
tion turn to Him, in the name of 
His Incarnate Son, Jesus Christ, 
instead of resorting to any doubt- 
ful means. The New Testament 
recognizes only one “means” 
taught by God for the healing of

The general consensus, widely 
publicized, is that Senator Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts is the 
most likely candidate for the 
Presidency in 1960. But one must 
look far to discover either na- 
tional or personal accomplish- 
ments of any great value, for the 
most remarkable feature of the 
Senator’s public career is its pe- 
culiar lack of significance. His 
great merit—and the quality that 
seems to place him in the lime- 
light—apparently resides in the 
fact that he has been a loyal and 
devout son of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and the Catholic vote is 
of more value to certain poli- 
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ticians than the interests of their 
country. It is a sad commentary 
on the present state of affairs in 
America that the two major po- 
litical parties feel obliged to sell 
themselves and the future of 
their country to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church for votes. 

Look magazine (March 3, 1959) 
analyzes the situation very 
astutely : 

“The best bet in the current 
political book is that the Demo- 
cratic party will topple [the old 
rule] by offering a Catholic for 
President or Vice-President next 
year ... The Democratic sweep 
last fall propelled many Catholics 
into key jobs—governorships and 
U.S. Senate seats in states that 
will send fat delegations to the 
party’s nominating sessions.

“The Gallup Poll recently put 
the religious question to the pub- 
lic. Sixty-eight per cent of those 
queried said they would be will- 
ing to vote for a Catholic.” 


“The Next President’’ 


Publicity mills are grinding 
out on every hand such state- 
ments as the following from the 
Worcester, Massachusetts, Eve- 
ning Gazette: “Almost every- 
where he went Democratic office- 
holders introduced Kennedy as 
‘the next president of the United 
States.’” This same article re- 
lated that his opponent in the 
November campaign accused 
Kennedy of “trying to win with 
a financial steamroller. He has a 
large campaign staff and has 
more than 300 secretaries.” 

To the “Catholic for Presi- 
dent” enthusiasts amazingly are 
added men of such standing as 
Dr. Franklin Carl Fry, president 
of the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion, who, according to Look, was 
asked at a recent Protestant 
meeting in New Orleans whether

to the White House. Dr. Fry re- 
plied that he would have to know 
the identity of the candidates. His 
questioner named a Catholic 
Democrat and a Protestant Re- 
publican. 

“In this particular case,” re- 
plied Dr. Fry, “‘there would be no 
question in my mind. As a Demo- 
crat, I would vote for the Cath- 
olic.” 

What becomes of patriotism 
when party interests are given 
precedence over loyalty to our 
nation’s Protestant heritage and 
concern for our nation’s future 
safety? 

It appears that Senator Ken- 
nedy is so anxious to get the 
nomination that he is currying 
the favor of Tammany boss Car- 
mine De Sapio. Life magazine 
(Feb. 23, 1959) describes this 
situation:

Harriman, leans toward Ken- 
nedy. If the Tammany leader can 
repulse the liberal attack, Ken- 
nedy probably will be the gainer 
in 1960. If De Sapio is ousted or 
curbed, Kennedy will lose 
strength in the New York dele- 
gation.” 

The same magazine, discussing 
Kennedy’s White House plans, 
has this to say: 

“The one aspect of Kennedy’s 
candidacy that no one knows 
quite how to assess is his Ca- 
tholicism. The fact that an in- 
creasing number of _ political 
leaders in important states are 
Catholics is viewed by his sup- 
porters as evidence that the dele- 
gations from these states are 
likely to lean Kennedy’s way.” 


Principles in Abeyance 


Kennedy’s friends feel that 
“once he has [the nomination] 
the religious issue will fade.” Ac- 
cording to Life, Kennedy sup- 
porters feel that this will be par- 
ticularly true once their man’s 
views become known on a num- 
ber of subjects on which he might 
have to act as President.” 

In line with what the Senator’s 
supporters expect of him—that 
is, to play the role of the “good 
mixer” and _ vote-getter, espe- 
cially among Protestants—Ken- 
nedy has announced his personal 
opinions regarding some of the 
controversial issues in which 
Protestantism is vitally interest- 
ed. With the dexterity of a sea- 
soned politician, he dangles be- 


fore the eyes of Protestant voters 
the following opinion regarding 
the Protestant bulwark of church- 
state separation: 

“I believe as a senator that the 
separation of church and state is 
fundamental to our American 
concept and heritage and should 
remain so.” 

To the perceptive thinker the 
question immediately comes to 
mind: Will he believe the same 
“as president” as he does “as a 
senator”? 

Senator Kennedy’s declarations 
regarding church and state were 
made simply as a matter of ex- 
pediency, in order to win support 
from potential Protestant voters. 
His stand is in direct opposition 
to the position of his church and 
for such opposition he has al- 
ready been censured by his Ro- 
man Catholic critics. 

As quoted in a previous issue 
of CHRISTIAN HERITAGE (Septem- 
ber 1958) regarding the question 
of loyalty to church or state, 
Senator Kennedy replied: 

“IT can’t think of any issue 
where such a conflict might arise. 
But suppose it did; nobody in my 
church gives me orders. It doesn’t 
work that way ... So if it came 
to a conflict between the two, and 
not just a personal moral issue, I 
am bound to act for the interests 
of the many.” 

Roman Catholic spokesmen 
castigated the young senator and 
indicated that his declarations 
were “too vague to merit unquali-

7 COMES to every boy 
a time in life when he feels sud- 
denly that he is no longer a child 
but a man, able to think for him- 
self and in full, conscious posses- 
sion of his reason. I was twelve 
years of age and had just finished 
my primary school education 
when this phenomenon of self- 
realization took place. 

Not long before, I had read in 
one of the lessons of my third 
grade reader about eternal life, 
and because of my new-found 
intellectual freedom, I was de- 
termined to satisfy my curiosity. 
So it was that one day in Lisbon, 
at the age of twelve, I purchased 
a New Testament. 


The Seed Is Planted 


All my life I had lived in dark- 
ness, surrounded by souls vege- 
tating like myself along the miry 
and dusty roads of the world. But 
Jesus, who came into the world 
to save that which was lost, spoke 
to my heart through His holy and 
blessed Word. Though I was 
scheduled to continue my educa- 
tion in a public high school, the 
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by LUIZ CARDOSO, former priest 


ever living and ever real voice of 
the gospel so cried out in the 
depths of my soul that I an- 
nounced to my parents that I 
earnestly desired to enter a Ro- 
man Catholic seminary. I had 
been taught that only by becom- 
ing a priest could I follow Christ. 

Nemo dat quod non habet—no 
one gives what he does not have, 
according to the philosophical 
saying. Only later did I come to 
understand that it could not be 
otherwise. Although I had the 
Word of God in my heart and 
mind, I allowed myself to be 
guided by blind men who directed 
me to the seminary, but the truth 
was not there. Led by blind men 
I became blind. 

However, the Word of God, 
which remained in my heart as a 
preservative against the evil doc- 
trines which I was taught, was 
to bring forth life more abundant 
later, but only after a long jour- 
ney of fourteen years through 
pathways that were dark, rough, 
and friendless. 

Believing in all sincerity that 
the priest truly was the minister 


of God, I entered the seminary 
in October of 1944. I took with 
me an elevated concept of the 
priest as an alter cristus—an- 
other Christ. After a few months 
in the seminary, sadness and dis- 
couragement began to invade my 
spirit for everything there con- 
trasted with the Word of God. I 
did not find the life of the Gospel 
within those four walls, nor in 
the men, nor in their teachings. 


The Seed Is Hid 


Through the words of life that 
I had hid in my heart and was 
guarding like a treasure, I seemed 
to see far away, at a distance of 
two thousand years, the adorable 
figure of the Master, comforting 
and showing love to men every- 
where. This was even more real 
to me when at the end of my first 
year they took from me the New 
Testament, under the pretext 
that it was Protestant, and said 
that I must respect only the or- 
ders of the superiors and follow 
them blindly to be on the .right 
road. 

That New Testament which I 
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had kept like a precious jewel 
they took from me, but in my 
spirit I kept alive the glowing 
light of the Gospel and never lost 
sight of it. It led me to the secure 
port of salvation after fourteen 
years of struggling with dark- 
ness. 


Hid in Darkness 


I do not know why God allowed 
me such a long journey through 
the darkness of error and sin. 
His infinite and unfathomable 
designs are full of mercy and 
love for all who seek Him. I do 
understand that the Divine Art- 
ist burns well the charcoal with 
which He traces His mysterious 
plan! 

If the Protestants are bad, I 
reasoned, how is it their only 
book and rule of faith led me to 
the seminary? If they are good, 
why is their book, which brought 
such blessings to my soul, forbid- 
den to me? In it I had learned 
that “wnum est necessarium”’— 
one thing is necessary, the truth. 
I believed that only Jesus was 
“the way, the truth, and the life.” 
(John 14:6) If I could only find 
Him, I would have found the true 
and certain way. 

But my powers of reason could 
not unveil Him there in the 
teachings of the superiors of 
Rome. All the pomp of the Roman 
Church with its dogmas and 
treasures did not succeed in alle- 
viating my anxieties, for my soul 
longed for satisfaction from the 
day a corner of the curtain had 
been lifted and a ray of light had 
shone in the darkness. Just as the 
working of the Spirit either ad- 
vances or regresses, sO in my 
doubts and fears anguish in- 
creased. 

After seven years of prepara- 
tory study and three years of 
philosophy, I began the four-year 
course in theology. This com- 
menced with a spiritual retreat 
of eight days. At the end of this 
time I went to the office of the 
priest who had spoken at the 
conferences. To me this priest 
seemed different from the others, 
and that is why I directed myself 
to him for counsel, hoping for a 
word or a sentence that I could 
use as a guide throughout my 
life. 
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He fixed his eyes on me with a 
vague, wondering look and in 
a voice just as mysterious said, 
“The Lord Jesus expects great 
things of you.” 

I confess that I wept, because 
he was the first priest that had 
ever spoken to me of Jesus Christ 
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and not of the Virgin and the 
saints. 

On seeing me weep he added, 
“Luiz, save thy soul.” 

What was the feeling, the 
thought, and the vision of that 
priest in that solemn hour? Later 
I sought him out, but he had left 
for France and Italy, and I never 
again succeeded in finding him. 


Thorn-Choked Seed 


From the beginning I placed 
all my hopes of a perfect knowl- 
edge of God in the studies of 
“sacred Theology.” For these 
studies I reverently prepared my 
spirit, not knowing that they 
were a study of God and his 
sacred Word in name only. The 
cloak of deceit was covering a 
doctrine of men who had on them 
the seal of papal infallibility. To 
find the truth we had to go to the 
“Holy Fathers” and “Doctors of 
the Church,” the Bible being 
used only as a mere book of 
reference. 

To know what “saith the 
Lord,” we were obliged to go not 
to the holy and inspired books of 
the Bible, but to the Holy Fa- 
thers. Could it be, I asked myself, 


that the Word of God is darkness 
and the word of men light? The 
dogma which stated we must go 
to the Holy Fathers and not the 
Bible was making me perfectly 
blind, as though sand were being 
put in the eyes of my under- 
standing. 

In spite of the strong appeal 
of the Word of God to my intelli- 
gence, I practiced the most de- 
grading action that a man can 
practice: I silenced the voice of 
my conscience and followed obe- 
diently, as a dog follows his 
master, the norms of the dog- 
matic religion of Rome. The final 
action to crown my degradation 
was performed on October 12, 
1958, when, in my priestly ordi- 
nation at Fatima, I swore never 
to interpret the Holy Scriptures 
apart from the consensus and 
unanimity of the Holy Fathers! 
It was on this pillow of madness, 
ignorance, and fanaticism that I 
slept a sleep of death of the spir- 
it, adding myself to the three 
hundred millions of slaves that 
the Pope has at his feet. 


The Seed Stirs 


At my ordination, at the mo- 
ment that I consecrated the mass, 
the Lord spoke to my heart, mak- 
ing me realize that I had prac- 
ticed the most outrageous act of 
idolatry. I had believed until then 
that the priest had the power to 
transform a bit of flour and 
water into the body and blood of 
Christ. Now there stirred within 
me a sense of remorse at seeing 
the hundreds of people who, at 
that hour, prostrated themselves 
in adoration before the God 
which they judged to be in my 
hands and which I had created at 
that moment. 


I became conscious that this 
act, known as transubstantiation, 
was the most wicked and idola- 
trous of all the religious acts I 
had been taught. That a man can 
create at any moment the infin- 
itely perfect and omnipotent God 
who created all the worlds, vis- 
ible and invisible, who created 
man himself, is the most wicked 
and absurd affirmation made by 
any religion. Admitting this doc- 
trine we would be able to say 
that man is superior to God be- 
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cause he has the power to create 
Him any time he so desires. 

As I consummated that su- 
preme act I knew an aloneness 
beyond any loneliness I had ever 
experienced. 


Watered With Tears 


Accustomed to tasting the 
bread of affliction, I had often 
given way to tears, but I gradu- 
ally found comfort in the realiza- 
tion that I was not alone, as I 
sought Him with all my heart. I 
learned that God travels by the 
side of those who seek Him, guid- 
ing their footsteps into life and 
light. 

After my ordination I was 
placed in one of the seminaries 
of Oporto, where I was respon- 
sible for the teaching of Philoso- 
phy, Greek and Latin. There I 
continued to sleep the sleep of 
death, until God in His infinite 
mercy began to awaken me. 

My awakening started with 
the realization that I was in er- 
ror in believing in the uninter- 


State Criticizes 
Baptist “Bias” 


The Berean Baptist church of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, issued a leaflet to 
its own members, preceding an election 
of City Commissioners, Supervisors and 
Board of Education members. This 
leaflet read: “This pertinent informa- 
tion [concerning the religious affiliation 
of candidates] has been brought to our 
attention. The time has come when all 
members of Protestant churches should 
pay more attention to government and 
know something about the background 
of candidates for office. How many of 
our church members know that we 
already have three Catholics on our 
city commission of seven and one on 
the school board?” The leaflet said 
there was a Catholic candidate for 
every Office in all wards and that “the 
church instructs its members to be 
loyal to its candidates.” 


The State Fair Election Practices 
Commission telegraphed the church: 
“Your church leaflet of February 8, 
wherein the religious identification of 
candidates to the Grand Rapids City 
Commission, Supervisors and Board of 
Education was injected as a religious 
issue . . . was brought to the attention 
of the . . . commission. . . . We re- 
pudiate in no uncertain terms every 


rupted chain of popes that al- 
legedly extends from Peter to 
our day. It is the dogma in which 
the priests most glory, but the 
truth is that Peter never was 
pope or bishop of Rome. In the 
first three centuries there did not 
exist the college of cardinals, 
headed by the pope, as we find it 
today. The early Christians re- 
sisted Caesar and his separate 
class of hierarchy. 


Christianity was betrayed 
when the elders that were at the 
head of the Christian Church in 
Rome made an alliance with the 
Emperor Constantine in order 
that he might give them political 
protection. It was these elders 
who, after some time, took from 
Caesar the title of “Roman Pon- 
tiff,” as they call the popes even 
today. Daringly they trampled 
upon the Holy Scriptures in 
which, in the Christian dispensa- 
tion, Jesus Christ is the only 
high priest. 

The Roman ecclesiastical or- 
der, as we see it today, is in all 
its structure, organic, titular, and 


appeal whether through campaign 
literature or from the platform to 
racial and religious prejudice . . .” 

The Evangelical Ministerial Union 
of Grand Rapids has jumped to the 
support of the Berean Baptist Church, 
declaring it believes the State Fair 
Election Practices Commission was “in 
grave error” in accusing the Berean 
Church of injecting religious bias into 
the primary campaign here. 1. The 
Commission acted without consulting 
or calling in the Berean Baptist Church 
on which it passed judgment. 2. 
Berean Church or any church is within 
its constitutional rights and bounds 
when it gives factual information to its 
members without coercion or duress. 
Further the FEPC administered the 
stinging rebuke without contacting a 
number of the members of the com- 
mittee for approval of their action. 

Members of the Evangelical Minis- 
terial Union expressed themselves as 
feeling “the Berean Baptist Church 
was completely within its rights in what 
it did. America is getting to be a place 
where people are afraid to speak up 
for what they know is right.” 

However, Catholic Mayor Davis 
joined the assault by declaring the 
leaflet was using the methods of the 
Communists and Hitler, saying “re- 
ligious bias has no place in our Ameri- 
can life.” 


ritualistic, the perfect personifica- 
tion of the most complete pagan- 
ism of classic mythology, restor- 
ing and maintaining until today 
the imperium and sacerdotium— 
imperial sovereignty and priest- 
hood—the two elements of the 
ancient pagan systems which 
Christianity came to destroy. 

It is such truths as these which 
Rome, through her bishops, pro- 
hibits her priests from finding 
out, lest the darkness be il- 
lumined by the true light and 
lest all be converted to the pure 
gospel of Jesus Christ in their 
moment of enlightenment.

Feeling that I could not teach to 
others that in which I had no 
confidence myself, I made my de- 
cision to leave. 

On the morning of October 18, 
1958, while the sky was still cov- 
ered with stars and the first rays 
of the rising sun were just begin- 
ning to announce the dawn, I 
broke my bonds of darkness. Af- 
ter a few moments of anguish 
upon finding the gates of the 
seminary locked, I succeeded in 
jumping over the wall, knowing 
that already, inside, they were 
beginning to look for me. 


His Is the Increase 


I left everything, even sacrific- 
ing the deep respect and esteem 
of my colleagues which I had 
always enjoyed. Together with 
the dawn of that day I felt there 
was dawning in my soul another 
sunrise even more resplendent, 
for I knew a sense of liberty and 
confidence that I would at last 
find the light I had been seeking. 
Now I realize that I was being 
guided by the “Light that light- 
eth every man that cometh into 
the world.” 

Guided by this Light from 
Heaven, I found my way to the 
post office in Leicoes and inquired 
for the owner of Box 3, because 
in times past, when still in the 
seminary, I had heard some mes- 
sages from “The Evangelical 
Voice of Tangier,” giving this ad- 
dress in Portugal. It was the only 
address I had, and in the post

A Vital Question 


If the United States turned 
Catholic what would happen? In 
the Denver Register of March 
23, 1958, this question was asked. 
Within this article we find a 
meaningful sentence: “The 
Church can never assume an at- 
titude of indifference toward its 
position as the true religion.” All 
the claims of the Roman Church 
are herein implied. 

As a temporal power the Vati- 
can State is as much a foreign 
power as is Italy, Spain, Russia, 
or any other country. The Pope’s 
title as “Sovereign of Vatican 
City” designates him a foreign 
potentate, whatever he may be as 
a spiritual leader. 

The Pope cannot be divided. 
He claims to be both spiritual 
ruler and temporal sovereign, 
and claims allegiance from Cath- 
olic subjects in both realms. The 
Roman Church teaches that spir- 
itual and temporal sovereignty 
are united in the one person— 
the Pope. 


The Pope Above the President 


How could _liberty-loving 
Americans accept as President 
one who could submit to the Pope 
as his superior authority? The 
ease is stated, too clearly to be 
misunderstood, by the Rev. Hen- 
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ry A. Brann, D.D., LL.D., in a 
work bearing the Jmprimatur of 
John M. Farley, Archbishop of 
New York. This writer affirms: 

“.. The Sovereign Pontiff... 
is an elected monarch ... he is 
above the civil power in his spir- 
itual capacity as Chief Priest and 
Chief Executive of the Super- 
natural Order. He is the supreme 
judge of faith and morals for 
rulers as well as the people .... 
It is evident that the people must 
find in this authority of the Pon- 
tiff a protector of their rights. 
He is above their king or presi- 
dent, and when they appeal to 
him for a decision in a case dis- 
puted between them and their 
ruler, it is his duty to decide...” 
(Waifs and Strays, Vol. ii., pp. 
187, 188, published by the Fran- 
ciscan Missionaries of Mary.) 

Here it is taught that the Pope 
is to decide in cases in dispute 
between the people and their 
President. How could a _ loyal 
American, even though a member 
of the Roman Church, accept the 
position of President and tole- 
rate such conditions as this im- 
plies? 


Canon Law Above State Laws 


What protection has the State, 
or the loyal citizens of the State, 
against the enactments of Rome’s 
“elected monarch” when the ipse 


dixit of a foreign priest, the Pope 
of Rome, is held to be of higher 
authority than the judgment of 
the State or the State’s own 
ruler? 

How could one who is a mem- 
ber of the Roman Church, under 
obligation to her teaching and 
tenets, preside over the “Land of 
the Free and Brave’’? 

In a highly authoritative work, 
Christian Apologetics, by Rev. 
W. Devivier, S.J., we find this 
statement: 

“All the Fathers . . . have al- 
ways taught that the purpose of 
civil society and its government 
should be subordinated to the 
Church, just as the body is sub- 
ject to the soul. This is also 
shown by the decisions of the 
Holy See.” (Vol. ii., pp. 518-519) 

In positive language this reads: 
“In the case of conflict between 
the two powers, the laws of the 
Roman Church prevail.” 


“Catholics First—Citizens After” 


The above authoritative teach- 
ing of the Roman Church is in 
direct harmony with the state- 
ment of the Roman Catholic bish- 
op who said: “Nationalities must 
be subordinated to religion, and 
we must learn that we are Cath- 
olics first and citizens next.” 
(Lenten Letter, March 1873) 
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This principle of allegiance to 
the Pope holds good throughout 
the world. Cardinal Manning 
publicly stated that “the famous 
declaration of Lord Denbigh, ‘a 
Catholic first, and an Englishman 
afterward,’ clearly defines the 
position of the Roman Catholics; 
and that Lord Clifford, in thus 
acknowledging the sovereignty of 
the Pope as superior to the au- 
thority of the Crown, openly 
avows the fealty due by himself 
and his co-religionists to the Pope 
of Rome.” (London Times, Jan. 
22, 1873, Wylie) 


Bishops Obedient to the Pope 


Every Roman Bishop owes his 
first loyalty to the Pope. What 
then would be the position of a 
President under obligation to the 
Roman hierarchy? What chance 
would he have to act indepen- 


dently of hierarchical super- 
vision? 
The Most Rev. Archbishop 


Corrigan, in his sermon on “Loy- 
alty and Fealty of the Bishop to 
the Holy See,” stated: “Every 
Bishop elect takes a solemn oath 
to be ‘from that day forth faith- 
ful and obedient to the b!essed 
Peter, to the Roman Church, to 
the Sovereign Pontiff for the time 
being, and his legitimate succes- 
sors.’ A decree ... solemnly de- 
fined as a dogma to be believed 
by all Christians: ‘We, the Holy 
Apostolic See and the Roman 
Pontiff, hold primacy over the 
entire world ...” (The Voice of 
the Church, p. 150) 

The Roman Bishop’s Solemn 
Oath includes this significant 
pledge: ‘Heretics, schismatics, 
and rebels to our said Lord, or 
his foresaid successors, I will, to 
my power, persecute and op- 
pose.” (De consecratione Electi 
in episcopum. Pontificale Ro- 
manum, pp. 59-61, Anterpiae, 
1627) (Romae, vol. i., p. 178) 

According to this, every Bish- 
op and Archbishop in America 
is under oath to persecute and 
make war against heretics. 

Imagine what it would mean 
for a President of the United 
States of America to be directed 
by such an oath-bound hier- 
archy! Surely it is impossible for 
freedom-loving Americans to put 
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any man in the position of Presi- 
dent who would be compelled to 
give his first loyalty to such a 
tyrannical system. 


The Pope’s Power in Politics 


Great claims are being made 
today that the Roman Church 
and the Pope do and will confine 
their efforts to things spiritual. 
Yet in the political field the Pope 
claims unlimited power and ex- 
erts such power and influence 
through the members of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. What if 
the President of the United 
States were one of thes? mem- 
bers? 

A professor of Canonical Law, 
Dr. G. F. Von Schulte, prepared 
what might be termed a synopsis 
of Rome’s Canon Law. This was 
published in his book entitled, 
Power of the Roman Popes over 
Princes, Countries, Nations, and 
Individuals. Rome’s claim of un- 
limited power over the world for 
her popes is spelled out clearly 
in this book: 


“T, All human power is from 
evil, and must therefore 
be standing under the 
Pope. 

The temporal powers 
must act unconditional- 
ly, in accordance with 
the orders of the spir- 
itual. 

The Church is empow- 
ered to grant, or to take 
away, any temporal pos- 
session.

“VIII. The Pope has the right 
to annul State Laws, 
Treaties, Constitutions, 
etc., and to absolve from 
obedience thereto, as 
soon as they seem detri- 
mental to the rights of 
the Church, or those of 
the clergy. 

The Pope possesses the 
right of admonishing— 
and, if need be, of pun- 
ishing—the temporal 
rulers, emperors, and 
kings.” 


While this is not generally 
known, it has been given to the 
public for some forty or fifty 
years, through such writers as 
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Dr. J. A. Wylie and Isaac J. 
Lansing, M. A.

sertion that “trained workers 
must be at our service in the 
national Capital.” 

To alert Americans to the seri- 
ousness of the hour, and to show 
how every phase of American life 
is departmentalized and super- 
vised by experts for the complete 
conquest of America, we ask that 
the following departments of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference be reviewed with con- 
cern:

Hanna, D.D., Archbishop of San 
Francisco; Department of Edu- 
cation: Chairman, Most Rev. 
Austin Dowling, D.D., Archbish- 
op of St. Paul; Department of 
Law and Legislation: Chairman, 
Most Rev. D J. Dougherty, D.C., 
Archbishop of Philadelphia; De- 
partment on Social Action:

DECEITFULNESS 


of Riches 


“The generation of the upright shall be blessed, wealth and riches shall be in his house." 


(Psalm 112:2, 3) 


“He that getteth riches, and not by right, shall leave them in the midst of his days, 
and at his end shall be a fool." 


Wom JUSTLY OBTAINED, 
and rationally used, riches are 
called a gift of God, an evidence 
of his favor, and a great reward. 
When gathered unjustly, and cor- 
ruptly used, wealth is pronounced 
a canker, a rust, a fire, a curse. 
There is no contradiction, then, 
when the Bible persuades to in- 
dustry, and to integrity, by a 
promise of riches, and then dis- 
suades from wealth, as a terrible 
thing, destroying soul and body. 


Blessings are vindictive to 
abusers, and kind to rightful 
users. They serve us or rule us. 
Fire warms our dwelling, or con- 
sumes it. Steam serves man and 
also destroys him. Iron, in the 
plough, the sickle, the house, the 
ship, is indispensable. The dirk, 
the assassin’s knife, the cruel 
sword, and the spear are iron 
also. 

The constitution of man, and 
of society alike, evinces the de- 
sign of God. Both are made to be 
happier by the possession of 
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riches. Their full development 
and perfection are dependent to 
a large extent upon wealth. With- 
out it, there can be neither books 
nor implements, neither com- 
merce nor arts, neither towns 
nor cities. It is a folly to de- 
nounce that, a love of which God 
has placed in men by a constitu- 
tional faculty; that with which 
he has associated high grades of 
happiness; that which has mo- 
tives touching every faculty of 
the mind. 


Wealth is an artist: by its 
patronage men are encouraged 
to paint, to carve, to design, to 
build and adorn; a_ master- 
mechanic: it inspires man to in- 
vent, to discover, to apply, to 
forge, and to fashion: a husband- 
man: under its influence men 
rear the flock, till the earth, plant 
the vineyard, the field, the or- 
chard, and the garden; a manu- 
facturer: it teaches men to card, 
to spin, to weave, to color and 
dress all useful fabrics; a mer- 


(Jer. 17:11) 


chant: it sends forth ships, and 
fills warehouses with their re- 
turning cargoes gathered from 
every zone. It is the scholar’s 
patron: it sustains his leisure, re- 
wards his labor, builds the col- 
lege, and gathers the library. 

Is a man weak?—he can buy 
the strong. Is he ignorant ?—the 
learned will serve his wealth. Is 
he rude of speech ?—he may pro- 
cure the advocacy of the elo- 
quent. The rich cannot buy 
honor, but honorable places they 
can; they cannot purchase no- 
bility, but they may its titles. 

Money cannot buy freshness of 
heart, but it can every luxury 
which tempts to enjoyment. Laws 
are its bodyguard, and no earthly 
power may safely defy it, either 
while running in the swift chan- 
nels of commerce, or reposing in 
the reservoirs of ancient families. 
Here is a wonderful thing, that 
an inert metal, which neither 
thinks, nor feels, nor stirs, can 
set the whole world to thinking, 
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planning, running, digging, fash- 
ioning, and drives on the sweaty 
mass with never-ending labors! 


The Uses of Gold 


Avarice seeks gold, not to build 
or to buy therewith; not to clothe 
' or feed itself; not to make it an 
instrument of wisdom, of skill, 
of friendship or religion. Avarice 
seeks it to heap it up; to walk 
around the pile, and to gloat upon 
it; to fondle, and court, to kiss 
and hug the darling stuff to the 
end of life, with the homage of 
idolatry. 

Pride seeks it; for it gives 
power, and place, and titles, and 
exalts its possessor above his 
fellows. To be a thread in the 
fabric of life, just like any other 
thread, hoisted up and down by 
the treadle, played across by the 
shuttle, and woven tightly into 
the piece,—this may suit humil- 
ity, but not pride. 

Vanity seeks it; what else can 
give it costly clothing, and rare 
ornaments, and stately dwellings, 
and showy equipage, and attract 
admiring eyes to its gaudy colors 
and costly jewels? 

Taste seeks it, because by it 
may be had whatever is beauti- 
ful, or refining, or instructive. 
What leisure has poverty for 
study, and how can it collect 
books, manuscripts, pictures, sta- 
tues, coins, or curiosities? 

Love seeks it; to build a home 
full of delights for father, wife 
or child; and wisest of all— 

Religion seeks it; to make it 
the messenger and servant of 
benevolence, to want, to suffer- 
ing, and to ignorance. 


Race for Wealth 


What a sight does the busy 
world present, as of a great 
workshop, where hope and fear, 
love and pride, lust and pleasure, 
and avarice, separate or in part- 
nership, drive on the universal 
race for wealth: delving in the 
mine, digging in the earth, swel- 
tering at the forge, plying the 
shuttle, ploughing the waters; in 
houses, in shops, in stores, on the 
mountain-side, or in the valley; 
by skill, by labor, by thought, by 
craft, by force, by traffic; all 
men, in all places, by all labors, 
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fair and unfair, the world around, 
busy, busy, ever searching for 
wealth that wealth may supply 
their pleasures. 

As every taste and inclination 
may receive its gratification 
through riches, the universal and 
often fierce pursuit of it arises, 
not from the single impulse of 
avarice, but from the impulse of 
the whole mind; and on this very 
account, its pursuits should be 
more exactly regulated. Let me 
set up a warning over against 
the special dangers which lie 
along the Road to Riches. 


Dangers of Wealth 


I. I warn you against think- 
ing that riches necessarily confer 
happiness, and _ poverty, un- 
happiness. Do not begin life sup- 
posing that you shall be heart- 
rich when you are purse-poor. A 
man’s happiness depends primar- 
ily upon his disposition; if that 
be good, riches will bring pleas, 
ure; but only vexation, if that be 
evil. To lavish money upon 
shining trifles, to make an idol of 
one’s self for fools to gaze at, to 
rear Mansions beyond our wants, 
to garnish them for display and 
not for use, to chatter through 
the heartless rounds of pleasure, 
to lounge, to gape, to simper and 
giggle—can wealth make vanity 
happy by such folly? 

If wealth descends upon avar- 
ice, does it confer happiness? It 
blights the heart, as autumnal 
fires ravage the prairies! The eye 
glows with greedy cunning, con- 
science shrivels, the light of love 
goes out, and the wretch moves 
amidst his coin no better, no 
happier than a loathsome reptile 
in a mine of gold. A dreary fire 
of self-love burns in the bosom 
of the avaricious rich, as a her- 
mit’s flame in a ruined temple of 
the desert. The fire is kindled for 
no deity, and is odorous with no 
incense, but only warms the shiv- 
ering anchorite. 

Wealth will do little for lust, 
but to hasten its corruption. 
There is no more happiness in a 
foul heart than there is health in 
a pestilent morass. Satisfaction 
is not made out of such stuff as 
fighting carousals, obscene revel- 
ry, and midnight orgies. 





An alligator, gorging or swol- 
len with surfeit and basking in 
the sun, has the same happiness 
which riches bring to the man 
who eats to gluttony, drinks to 
drunkenness, and sleeps to stu- 
pidity. But riches indeed bless 
that heart whose almoner is 
benevolence. If the taste is re- 
fined, if the affections are pure, 
if conscience is honest, if charity 
listens to the needy and gener- 
osity relieves them, if the public- 
spirited hand fosters all that 
embellishes and all that ennobles 
society—then is the rich man 
happy. 


As Your Heart Determines 


On the other hand, do not sup- 
pose that poverty is a waste and 
howling wilderness. There is a 
poverty of vice—mean, loath- 
some, covered with all the sores 
of depravity. There is a poverty 
of indolence—where virtues sleep 
and passions fret and _ bicker. 
There is a poverty which de- 
spondency makes—a deep dun- 
geon, in which the victim wears 
hopeless chains. May God save 
you from that! There is a spite- 
ful and venomous poverty in 
which mean and cankered hearts, 
repairing none of their own 
losses, spit at others’ prosperity 
and curse the rich,—themselves 
doubly cursed by their own 
hearts. 

But there is a contented pov- 
erty in which industry and peace 
rule; and a joyful hope, which 
looks out into another world 
where riches shall neither fly nor 
fade. This poverty may possess 
an independent mind, a_ heart 
ambitious of usefulness, a hand 
quick to sow the seed of other 
men’s happiness, and find its 
own joy in their enjoyment. If a 
serene age finds you in such pov- 
erty, it is such a wilderness, if it 
be a wilderness, as that in which 
God led his chosen people, and on 
which He rained every day a 
heavenly manna. 

If God open to your feet the 
way to wealth, enter it cheer- 
fully; but remember that riches 
will bless or curse you, as your 
own heart determines. But if, 
circumscribed by necessity, you 
are still indigent, after all your 
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industry, do not scorn poverty. 
There is often in the hut more 
dignity than in the palace; more 
satisfaction in the poor man’s 
scanty fare than in the rich 
man’s satiety. 


Gentle Rain or Rushing Torrent ? 


II. Men are warned in the 
Bible against making haste to be 
rich. 

“He that hasteth to be rich 
hath an evil eye, and considereth 
not that poverty shall come upon 
him.” (Prov. 28:22.) 

This is spoken, not of the alac- 
rity of enterprise, but of the 
precipitancy of avarice. That is 
an evil eye which leads a man 
into trouble by incorrect vision. 
When a man seeks to prosper by 
crafty tricks instead of careful 
industry; when a man’s inordi- 
nate covetousness pushes him 
across all lines of honesty that he 
many sooner clutch the prize; 
when gambling speculation 
would reap where it had not 
strewn; when men gain riches by 
crimes—there is an evil eye, 
which guides them through a 
specious prosperity to inevitable 
ruin. 

So dependent is success upon 
patient industry, that he who 
seeks it otherwise, tempts his 
own ruin. A young lawyer, un- 
willing to wait for that practice 
which rewards a good reputa- 
tion, or unwilling to earn that 
reputation by severe application, 
rushes through all the dirty paths 
of chicane to a hasty prosperity ; 
and he rushes out of it, by the 
dirtier paths of discovered vil- 
lainy. A young politician, scarce- 
ly waiting till the law allows his 
majority, sturdily begs for that 
popularity which he should have 
patiently earned. In the ferocious 
conflicts of political life, cunning, 
intrigue, falsehood, slander, vitu- 
perative violence, at first sustain 
his pretensions, and at last de- 
molish them. 

It is thus in all the ways of 
traffic, in all the arts and trades. 
That prosperity which grows like 
the mushroom, is as poisonous 
as the mushroom. Few men are 
destroyed; but many destroy 
themselves. 

When God sends wealth to bless 
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men he sends it gradually like a 
gentle rain. When God sends 
riches to punish men, they come 
tumultuously, like a roaring tor- 
rent, tearing up landmarks and 
sweeping all before them.

To Make America Vote Catholic 


A defensive smoke screen of 
so-called “Catholic Information” 
is being published to counteract 
any facts which might interfere 
with the coming election. For 
instance, the following was pub- 
lished in the newspapers in Port- 
land, Oregon: “Questions and 
Answers about the Pope. Ques- 
tion: Does the Pope claim any 
political rights in America? An- 
swer: He does not.

Jesuit Priests Expelled 
and Blacklisted 


Orders from Rome called for the ex- 
pulsion of Father Lim from the Society 
of Jesus in the Philippines. The Jesuit 
hierarchy is still reviewing the possible 
expulsion of five other Filipino Jesuits 
who are doomed for expulsion. 

The expelled priest asserted that the 
only reason for his dismissal is his 
fight for the Filipinization of the clergy 
and religious schools in the Philippines. 
While the Philippine province of the 
Society of Jesus is supposed to be an 
independent province, it is being run 
and controlled by the foreign Jesuits. 
Father Hilario A. Lim is cousin of 
Senator Roseller T. Lim who has re- 
cently accused the Roman Catholic 
Church officials of intolerance. He has 
been quoted as saying, “How do you 
expect our country to progress when 
our thoughts and actions are controlled 
by the Catholic hierarchy?” Fr. Lim’s 
dismissal from Rome was designated 
as “final.” 


Last Minute Report 


The very latest report received from 
Manila relates that Father Hilario Lim, 
mentioned above as expelled from the 
Society of Jesuits for openly advocating 
that foreign priests in the Philippines 
be removed from positions of leader- 
ship in churches and schools, has a 
one-man campaign of protest under 
way. 

Wearing a poster on his back with 
the words “Hunger Strike vs. Graft 
and Corruption,” the expelled priest 
paraded for twenty-four hours in front 
of the legislative building in Manila, 
reading his Bible. Later a cordon of 
young priests prevented him from 
speaking. 
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Red Literature 
in Alarming Flood 


The first shipment of beautifully 
printed, multi-colored literature from 
China and Russia has flooded the mar- 
kets in Ceylon. Evangelicals alarmed 
by this influx have a plan to help stem 
the tide of incoming Red propaganda. 

The Evangelical fellowship of Cey- 
lon has made a Gospel Van available 
to teams who are willing to tour the 
island, preaching the Gospel. The Gos- 
pel Van is well equipped with a gene- 
rator, sound projector, amplifier and 
tape recorder. It will also carry a great 
quantity of evangelical literature. Chris- 
tian leaders here ask our prayers that 
this may meet the challenge of the 
Communistic battle for the minds of 
the unsaved. 


Italian Leaders in America 


A number of columnists and editors 
have brought to the public’s attention 
the rise politically of Italian leaders. 
The comment is being made _ that 
Americans of Italian origin have partly 
replaced the Irish as a_ political- 
governing group. For years the mayors 
of large Eastern cities were Irish. The 
head of Tammany for years was Irish. 
Now the boss of Tammany Hall is 
Carmine de Sapio. 

In the last election Mike di Salle was 
elected Governor of Ohio in a record- 
breaking sweep. The Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, Foster Furcolo, is Italian. 
The new Republican Governor of 
Rhode Island, Christopher del Sesto, is 
Italian. The Democratic Senator from 
Rhode Island, John Pastore, is Italian. 

The Mayor of Detroit, Louis Miri- 
ani, is Italian, and there are twelve 
Italian American members of the 
House of Representatives. The mayor 
of Cleveland is Anthony Celebreeze, 
and the mayor of nearby Lakewood 
is Frank Celeste, another Italian- 
American. Mike di Salle was elected 
Governor of Ohio with the help of 
Republicans. 





Rockefeller at Red Mass 


Governor Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York State attended a Red Mass 
on February 24th in St. Mary’s Church 
at Albany. 

Plans for the institution of an annu- 
al Red Mass in Albany were made by 
a group of Catholic lawyers under the 
direction of Msgr. Raymond F. 
Rooney, chancellor of the diocese. 


Crumbs to Missions, 
Dollars for America 


Roman Catholics of the United 
States last year gave to the mission 
work of the whole Roman Catholic 
enterprise only 30¢ each. Protestants 
gave to their foreign missions board an 
average of $2.34 each! Bishop Fulton 
J. Sheen reminds his people that the 
Catholics of the United States have 
about 5,500 missionaries overseas; the 
Protestants have about 28,000 mis- 
sionaries Overseas. 


Global Network 


National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence News Service, a Catholic news 
service known as NCWC, or NC, was 
established by the Bishops of the Unit- 
ed States in 1920. It now services some 
500 publications in 60 countries and 
territories in every continent. It is 
claimed that there is not an hour of 
the day or night when a global net- 
work of correspondents is not func- 
tioning somewhere in their behalf. 

Catholics claim they are one in 
every five of the 2,600,000,000 persons 
on the earth, or there are 500,000,000 
Catholics in the world. For these the 
NC writes 72,000 words a week of 
world news and syndicated columns of 
special interest to Catholics. 


Unesco's Catholic Leader 


On November 22nd the General 
Conference of Unesco elected promi- 
nent Catholic Social Action leader 
Vittorino Veronese, from Italy, its new 
Director-General. From Julian Huxley, 
outstanding humanist, to Vittorino 
Veronese, Unesco has chosen its wide 
variety of leaders. 

Commenting on the high honor 
bestowed upon them by Unesco, Cath- 
olics rejoice: “Dr. Veronese was select- 
ed not merely because he is a European 
but also because he is a Catholic. . . 
The recent election shows that fresh 
winds of toleration and understanding 
are now stirring in Unesco. Much 
credit for this new spirit should in all 
justice be rendered to the outgoing Di- 
rector General, Dr. Luther Evans of 
the United States.” (America, Decem- 
ber 13, 1958.) 
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Father Dulles Echoes His Pope 


Father Avery R. Dulles, S.J., son of 
the United States Secretary of State, 
urged the return of Protestants and the 
Eastern Orthodox to Rome in his first 
sermon. In his maiden sermon Father 
Dulles quoted from the homily given 
by Pope John XXIII at his coronation 
in which he said: “We open our heart 
and arms to all those who are sepa- 
rated” from the Roman Catholic 
Church. Father Dulles said the return 
of Protestants and the Eastern Ortho- 
dox to Rome is one of the greatest 
challenges and hopes of these times. 


Cuban Churchmen 
Endorse Executions 


Two Roman Catholic Bishops and a 
number of Protestant ministers in Cuba 
have endorsed the execution of for- 
mer henchmen of the fallen Batista 
regime by rebel leader Fidel Castro. 
Roman Catholic Bishop Alfredo Muller 
of Havana said he was opposed to 
capital punishment but that “in this 
case it is justified.” 

Castro has promised that religious 
instruction will be restored to the cur- 
riculum of state schools, explaining 
that in his view, religion is the best 
basis for moral training. The social 
legislation of the country, he said, must 
be carried out in accordance with 
Christian principles. [E.P.] 


Government Halts Funds 
for Saints 


Public funds can no longer be used 
to buy statues and otherwise to pro- 
mote St. Maurice as patron saint of 
the infantry or St. Barbara as patron 
saint of the artillery. (CHRISTIAN HER- 
ITAGE, February 1959) 

The Military Personnel bureau has 
reported that the army’s adjutant 
general has notified all major command 
headquarters that activities involving 
patron saints must be “limited to un- 
official and voluntary participation of 
those interested.” 

Activities to which Protestant chap- 
laincy agencies have objected were: 
Purchase of a statue of St. Maurice at 
Fort Benning, Ga., and establishment 
of an order honoring St. Maurice, both 
through use of public funds. Installa- 
tion of scrolls on barracks walls at 
Fort Leonard, Missouri, bearing the 
inscription: “We live, fight and die for 
God, country and St. Maurice.” Ob- 
servance of St. Barbara’s day by 
American artillery units in Baumhold- 
er, Germany, when new second lieuten- 
ants were initiated into the order of 
St. Barbara and artillery weapons were 
blessed by the chaplain. 
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Twenty-one Million 
Catholic Students 


From Germany come the results of 
a survey of the world’s children, aged 
seven to fourteen in Catholic schools. 

America has the largest Catholic 
school system. The report showed 4,- 
870,000 United States school children 
in Catholic schools on this age level. 

France, with 1,330,000 students, has 
the second largest Catholic school sys- 
tem. India is third and Canada fourth. 
In Ireland 92 per cent of all students 
are in Catholic schools. 

In the United States 23 per cent of 
the school children are in Catholic 
schools. The total number studying in 
Catholic schools in the world is 21.7 
million. These figures were gathered by 
a documentary magazine with figures 
gained from such sources as United 
Nations Demographic Yearbook and 
the Vatican’s Annuario Pontificio.

Rome's Nullity Null 


The Scottish High Court has ruled 
that marriages in Scotland are not 
affected by decisions of the Sacred 
Roman Rota of the Catholic Church. 

A test case involving two people of 
Italian origin, who were given a de- 
cree of declaration of nullity by the 
Sacred Roman Rota declaring they had 
never been really married in accord 
with Catholic law, was decided by the 
High Court thus: “The validity of a 
marriage that satisfies Scottish law is 
not affected by any declaration by a 
church court holding the marriage was 
null according to canon law.” 


Political Review 


Religious affiliation of political 
bosses of the United States, from 1926 
to date, is a subject for thoughtful re- 
view. Beginning with Hubert Work, 
National Chairman of the Republican 
Party, 1926-1929 through Hugh Meade 
Alcorn, Jr. to date, all Republic Na- 
tional Committee Chairmen have been 
Protestant, with the exception of Jo- 
seph W. Martin (1940-42) who is a 
Roman Catholic. 

Beginning with John J. Rascob, Na- 
tional Committee Chairman for the 
Democrats in 1923, through Paul M. 
Butler to date, all Democratic National 
Chairmen have been Roman Catholic. 


Federal School Aid 


Everyone seems to be getting an 
“oar” in for federal aid on the aid-to- 
education program. A flood of. educa- 
tion bills recently poured in upon the 
86th Congress. 

Some of the bills provide aid exclu- 
sively for public schools, others define 
the schools to be aided in such a way 
that practically any kind of school 
could qualify, and others specifically 
include private and parochial schools 
in the categories to receive Federal 
Aid. 


Protestant "Aggressiveness" 
Held “Intolerable” 


Italy’s judicial decision to uphold 
the Italian Constitution adopted in 
1948, to guarantee “all persons” the 
“right freely to profess their own re- 
ligious faith in any individual or collec- 
tive form, to proselytize- on its behalf 
and to perform in private and in public 
acts of worship,” has disturbed the 
Vatican. 

Time (Dec. 8, 1958) quotes a Vati- 
can spokesman who defended the Ro- 
man Catholic Church’s endeavors to 
check Protestant activities in Italy: 
“The aggressiveness of some Protestant 
sects, largely financed by funds from 
the United States has become intoler- 
able. The authorities of the Catholic 
Church feel it their right and duty to 
forestall the propagation of what they 
consider heresy.” 


St. Anthony's Cheats 
the Government 


St. Anthony’s Orphanage, in a drive 
to raise funds for the Roman Catholic 
boys’ home, mailed 45,000 brochures, 
using U.S. Air Force Reserve unit’s 
franking (free mailing) privileges. 

The mailing list used had been lent 
to them by the city of Albuquerque. 
The city of Albuquerque also allowed 
the Catholics the use of the city presses 
for the drive’s brochures. 

When Protestant church members 
received the letters, they were annoyed 
to note the envelopes bore the Air 
Force Reserve slogan and return ad- 
dress. They complained to their con- 
gressmen and Air Force officials in 
Washington. 

The Air Force responded with an 
investigation. Three of the reserve 
unit’s officers were reprimanded and 
similar action is pending against a 
fourth officer. St. Anthony’s Orphan- 
age had to pay $1,760 for the postage 
misappropriated. 

In spite of the unsavory publicity, 
St. Anthony’s fared rather well. Its 
drive netted $100,000.

fied approval or disapproval. We 
do disapprove its obscurity. It 
seems to savor of braggadocio, 
or ‘whistling in the dark’... No 
Catholic theologian could approve 
the reply as representative of the 
Catholic conscience.” (The Sign, 
March 1958) 

In a more definite and conclu- 
Sive way the Sign continues: 
“Civic affairs are not devoid of 
morality. Since the maintenance 
of morality is one of the basic 
reasons for the existence of a 
church, morality is the legitimate 
concern of every man’s church. 
As a politician or statesman, no 
man can divest himself of his 
conscience. Be it Jewish, Protes- 
tant, or Catholic, that conscience 
must be his guide in public as 
well as in private life. A man’s 
conscience is the nation’s guar- 
anty as to his patriotic loyalty ... 
In civic affairs, the church dic- 
tates nothing but justice. If the 
demands of the country be un- 
reasonable, such demands are not 
patriotic but are, rather, detri- 
mental to the true and best inter- 
ests of the commonwealth.” 


Unrealistic and Dangerous 


The Chicago Sun Times of 
February 24, 1959, refers to an 
article which appeared in the na- 
tional Catholic weekly Ave Maria, 
published at the University of 
Notre Dame by the Holy Cross 
Fathers, in which Kennedy said: 

“Whatever one’s religion in 
private life may be, for the office- 
holder, nothing takes precedence 
over his oath to uphold the Con- 
stitution and all its parts—in- 
cluding the First Amendment and 
the strict separation of church 
and state...” 

Ave Maria commented, “Such 
thinking contains a serious flaw. 
Something does indeed take pre- 
cedence over the obligation to 
uphold the Constitution—namely, 
conscience. And this applies 
whatever the religion of the 
officeholder. To regulate your 
conscience to your ‘private life’ 
is not only unrealistic, but dan- 
gerous as well.” 

It must of course be under- 
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stood that in the Roman Catholic 
sense, conscience is governed not 
by a man’s relationship to his 
God but by the church. 

But the most conclusive, and 
most correctly theological, reac- 
tion was registered by Jesuit 
America (March 7, 1959) in its 
lead editorial: 

“Our own reaction to the con- 
troverted Look interview is one 
of impatience at the earnest Mas- 
sachusetts Senator’s efforts to 
appease bigots ... We were some- 
what taken aback, for instance, 
by the unvarnished statement 
that ‘whatever one’s religion in 
his private life .. . nothing takes 
precedence over his oath... .’ 
Mr. Kennedy doesn’t really be- 
lieve that.” (Emphasis added.) 

It might be well at this point 
to set forth the Presidential 
Oath, which occurs in Article II, 
Section 1 of the Constitution and 
reads as follows: 

“I do solemnly swear (or af- 
firm) that I will faithfully exe- 
cute the Office of President of the 
United States, and will to the best 
of my ability, preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of 
the United States.” 

On the other hand, the follow- 
ing is the oath to which every 
convert to Roman Catholicism is 
compelled to subscribe: 

“T believe all the articles she 
(the church) proposes to my be- 
lief, and I reject and condemn 
all that she rejects and condemns, 
and I am ready to observe all 
that she commands me. Especial- 
ly I profess to believe .. . every- 
thing else that has been defined 
and declared by the Sacred Can- 
ons and by the General Councils, 
and particularly the Holy Council 
of Trent.” 

The foregoing, which is from 
Cardinal Gibbons’ Manual of 
Prayers, is equally binding upon 
those born within the church, but 
without the formality of taking 
the oath. 


Strictly “Under Orders” 


The Catholic World of August 
1956 makes the following state- 
ment: “We want to see as many 
Catholics as possible truly active 
apostles in the world today... 


In whatever they are doing, the 
Church looks to them as the 
Church’s experts in the world.” 
This writer, in defining “Catholic 
Action” of the lay person, uses 
over and over again the qualify- 
ing phrase “under the direction 
of the Hierarchy,” as illustrated 
by the following succinct summa- 
tion: “A lay-man working in 
strict Catholic Action has re- 
sponsibility and initiative, but 
strictly ‘under orders.’ ”’ 

The Jesuit priest Virgil C. 
Blum, referring to the article in 
Look, says: “It seems somewhat 
strange to see a Boston Catholic 
in the ‘strict separation’ camp 
usually occupied almost exclu- 
sively by the P.O.A.U. and its 
adherents.” This priest has also 
indicated that Senator Kennedy 
‘thas failed to make the necessary 
distinction between support of 
private and parochial schools and 
direct support to parents who 
bear the primary responsibility 
for educating their children.” 
(Brooklyn Tablet, Feb. 28, 1959) 

In the Readers’ Forum of the 
same paper one of the writers 
comments: “It is interesting to 
note that the Look magazine 
piece on Senator Kennedy’s Ca- 
tholicism drew a less enthusiastic 
reaction from Catholics than 
from anti-Catholic bigots ... The 
Senator opposes the position of 
the Hierarchy as expressed in 
Canon 1374 that Catholics should 
attend Catholic schools and only 
the Ordinary may decide when 
attendance at other schools may 
be tolerated.” 

Another important discrepancy 
exists between Senator Kennedy’s 
beliefs and the attitude of the 
Roman Catholic Church toward 
the church-state issue, as indi- 
cated by another correspondent 
in the Tablet: “There is also a 
possible conflict in reference to 
the Supreme Court’s interpreta- 
tion of the First Amendment, 
which Senator Kennedy describes 
as ‘an infinitely wise one.’ In their 
annual statement for 1948, the 
Bishops strongly disagreed with 
the Court’s ‘entirely novel and 
ominously extensive interpreta- 
tion’ in the McCollum Case and 
pledged themselves to work per- 
severingly for its revision.” 

This same writer in the Tablet 
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rebukes Senator Kennedy for his 
attitude: “He has the privilege 
of favoring foreign aid to Com- 
munist countries, of admiring 
opponents of parochial schools, 
of pleasing the bigots, of refus- 
ing to work for the revision of 
ominous Court interpretations, 
of being wishy-washy about ob- 
taining justice for American 
children in non-public schools.” 

Another correspondent in the 
same paper says: “Aside from 
the frequent misinterpretations 
of the Constitution, and the 
changing viewpoints of the Su- 
preme Court on what the Consti- 
tution means, one wonders why 
the Senator ignores conscience. 
Non-Catholics as well as Cath- 
olics recognize conscience as 
supreme, yes even over the 
Constitution and the Supreme 
Court.” 

As a Roman Catholic, Senator 
Kennedy would be compelled to 
follow the directions given by the 
Roman Catholic Church. Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell, who is 
also a Catholic, expressed this 
very clearly when he received the 
Rerum Novarum Award from a 
Roman Catholic college three 
years ago: “The highest compli- 
ment a Catholic can receive is to 
be told that he has lived up to 
the principles set forth in the 
great encyclicals of Pope Leo 
XIII and Pope Pius XI. I accept 
the award with humility, for to 
actually meet this standard is to 
match the highest standard of 
Christian social action.” (The 
Sign, October 1958) 


The Senator, favored son of 
the Roman Church, seems to ig- 
nore the viewpoints of the Ro- 
man hierarchy on such salient 
issues as separation of church 
and state, aid to secular schools, 
and the sending of an ambassa- 
dor to the Vatican. Actually, why 
should we be surprised at Ken- 
nedy’s “‘coating the pill’ when the 
Pope himself makes unprecedent- 
ed overtures toward “heretical” 
Protestants in order to gain them 
for the church? These are all 
part of the strategic plans of the 
Roman Church to blind the eyes 
of unwary Americans—a blind- 
ness from which even many Prot- 
estant leaders and laymen are 
suffering. 
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History Speaks 


The Roman Catholic Church 
is not particularly concerned 
whether a Democratic or Repub- 
lican candidate will win the elec- 
tion of 1960. Her real interest is 
deeply rooted in the fact that the 
hierarchy wants a Roman Cath- 
olic in the White House. 


Regardless of their political 
persuasion, our many readers 
must realize that no matter 
which party is successful, if its 
candidate is a member of the 
Roman Catholic Church he will 
be under strict orders from the 
hierarchy as long as he remains 
in the communion of this church 
and obeys her rules. 


For centuries kings and princes 
recognized this right of the pope 
to intervene in the affairs of the 
kingdom and frequently applied 
to him to make use of his vaunted 
temporal power. 

Ever since the Roman Catholic 
Church came to prominence the 
Pope has claimed that his office 
invested him with the sovereignty 
of the world, in both ecclesiastical 
and temporal matters, and that 
he did not derive that power from 
kings or princes but directly 
from God. Pope Gregory VII, 
using this self-imposed preroga- 
tive, deposed the Emperor of 
Germany, totally disregarding the 
opinion of the people. 

Throughout the ages the Papa- 
cy held the doctrine that the Pope 
was over all kings and over all 
other governments and his word 
was final. In 1570 the Pope issued 
a bull for the purpose of deposing 
Queen Elizabeth; the tenor of 
that document reads: 


Prince Over All People 


“In perpetual memorial of the 
matter, He that reigneth on 
High, to whom is given all power 
in heaven and in earth, hath com- 
mitted His one Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church, out of which 
there is no salvation, to One Alone 
upon earth, namely, to Peter, the 
chief of the Apostles, and to 
Peter’s successor, the Bishop of 
Rome, to be by him Governed 
With Plenary Authority. Him 
alone hath He made prince over 


all people and all kingdoms, to 
pluck up, to destroy, to scatter, 
to consume, to plant and to build, 
that he may preserve his faithful 
people (knit together in the bond 
of charity) in the unity of the 
Spirit, and present them spotless 
and unblamable to their Saviour. 
In discharge of which function, 
we, who are by God’s goodness, 
called to the government of the 
aforesaid Church, do spare no 
pains, laboring with all earnest- 
ness that unity and the Catholic 
religion might be _ preserved 
sincere. 

“But the number of the ungod- 
ly hath gotten such power, that 
there is now no place in the whole 
world left which they have not 
essayed to corrupt with their 
most wicked doctrines; and 
amongst others, Elizabeth, the 
pretended Queen of England, the 
servant of wickedness, lendeth 
thereto her helping hand.” (John 
H. Hopkins, The End of Contro- 
versy Controverted, Dana and 
Company, 1854, pp. 338, 339.) 

Pope Innocent III stated for 
the entire church that “In the 
firmament of heaven, viz., of the 
Universal Church, God made two 
great lights, that is, He instituted 
two great dignities, the authority 
of the Pope, and the power of 
kings. But that which rules over 
the day, namely, in spiritual 
things, is the greater, and that 
which rules over carnal things, is 
the lesser. So that the difference 
between pontiffs and kings may 
be understood to be as great as 
between the sun and moon.” 


Temporal Under Spiritual Power 


Again, Pope Boniface VIII de- 
fended the same doctrine with 
greater emphasis than any of the 
other popes: 

“All the faithful of Christ are 
of necessity of salvation under 
the Roman Pontiff, who has both 
swords, and judges all men, but 
is judged by none. We are in- 
structed by the Gospel that in the 
power of the Pope there are two 
swords, the spiritual and the tem- 
poral. The one to be used for the 
Church, and the other by it; the 
one by the priest, the other by 
the hand of kings and soldiers, 
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but at the nod and sufferance of 
the priest. For one sword ought 
to be under the other, and the 
temporal authority to be sub- 
jected to the spiritual. Finally, 
we declare, say, define, and pro- 
nounce, that it is necessary to 
salvation for every creature to be 
subject to the Roman Pontiff.” 


Pope Pius VII absolved all 
Frenchmen from their obedience 
to Louis XVIII and authorized 
an oath of allegiance to Napoleon 
Bonaparte. In 1809 the same 
Pope excommunicated Napoleon 
when he invaded the papal do- 
minions, and the condemnation 
was issued in terms that scan- 
dalize modern civilization. “Let 
our persecutors learn once for 
all,” saith the pontiff, “that the 
law of Jesus Christ has subjected 
them to our authority and our 
throne. For we also bear the 
sceptre, and we can say that our 
power is far superior to theirs. 
Already have so many sovereign 
pontiffs been forced to proceed to 
similar extremities against re- 
bellious princes and kings, and 
shall we be afraid to follow their 
example?” 

This papal doctrine has never 
been changed, and the Roman 
Catholic Church is based upon 
the false premise that her power 
is of unilateral nature while all 
other governments are called bi- 
lateral powers. 

The Protestant admirers of the 
Catholic Church and the mis- 
guided advocates of a Roman 
Catholic in the White House 
should read the letter of Pope 
Leo XIII sent to his Secretary of 
State, Cardinal Rampolla, on 
June 15, 1887: “The authority of 
the Supreme Pontiff, instituted 
by Jesus Christ and conferred 
upon St. Peter, and through him 
to us, his legitimate successors, 
the Roman Pontiffs, is destined 
to perpetuate in the world to its 
very end the redemptive work of 
the Son of God. This power has 
been enriched by the most noble 
prerogatives, endowed with ex- 
alted powers of its own, and juri- 
dical powers as well, such as are 
required in the government of a 
true and perfect society. Hence 
that authority by its very nature 
and by the express will of the 
Divine Founder of the Church 
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cannot be subject to any earthly 
power whatever, but must actu- 
ally enjoy the most ample liberty 
in order to carry on its sacred 
ministry. 

“For since the well-being of the 
entire Church depends upon this 
supreme power and upon the free 
exercise thereof, it was of the 
greatest importance that its orig- 
inal liberty and independence 
should be assured, guaranteed 
and defended throughout the 
ages in the person of him in 
whom it was invested. 

“Tt must be carefully borne in 
mind, however, that the reason 
for the liberty and independence 
of the Papacy in the exercise of 
its Apostolic ministry has a 
greater value and a peculiarly 
distinctive force when applied to 
Rome, the natural residence of 
the Supreme Pontiffs, the centre 
of the life of the Church and the 
capital of the Catholic world. 

“In Rome, where the Pontiff 
ordinarily resides, the centre 
whence he directs, teaches, and 
commands; so that all the Faith- 
ful may pay him dutiful respect 
from every part of the world and 
render him obedience with secur- 
ity and trust ;—it is in Rome that 
it is especially necessary that he 
be in such status of independence 
that not only shall his liberty be 
not in the least curtailed by any- 
one, but that none be there to 
violate it.” 


Unlimited Authority 


The Roman Pontiff’s authority 
is not limited to Rome or mere 
ecclesiastical matters. His power 
embraces all earthly dominions. 
We refer our readers to the book 
The Externals of the Catholic 
Church, by Priest John F. Suli- 
van, a book that bears the Im- 
primatur of Cardinal Francis 
Spellman: 

“The Pope. Every nation has 
its ruler, be he emperor or king 
or president. Every society has 
its legislative head, its centre of 
authority, its lawmaker and law- 
giver. And, as the Church is a 
society of men, although institut- 
ed by God, His wisdom has or- 
dained that at the head of His 
earthly Kingdom there shall be 
one man, a monarch, endowed 


with supreme power. This man is 
the Pope, the successor of St. 
Peter in the bishopric of Rome. 
‘Upon this Rock I will build My 
Church.’ ‘I will give to thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven. 
Whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven, 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
upon earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.’ Our Lord Jesus Christ, 
wishing His Church to be one, 
instituted the Primacy of Peter 
to rule it and to cement it into 
unity. 

“The Pope’s Power. The sov- 
ereignty of the Pope over the 
Church differs from that of the 
rulers of other societies. He has 
direct authority over all Cath- 
olics, from the most exalted prel- 
ate to the humblest layman; and 
he is obliged to render an account 
of his administration to no hu- 
man being. None of his power is 
derived from or delegated by any 
one else. According to the Vati- 
can Council, he has ‘the whole 
fulness of supreme power, or- 
dinary and immediate, over all 
and each of the pastors and the 
faithful.’ ” 


The Voter’s Obligation 


The Manual of Christian Doc- 
trine used in Catholic higher 
schools gives this instruction: 
“Question: What then is the 
principal obligation of heads of 
states? Answer: The principal 
obligation is to profess the Cath- 
olic religion, and as they are in 
power to protect and defend it.” 
(Luther Life, September 1953) 

If Senator Kennedy intends to 
stand upon the principles he has 
outlined in Look, there are only 
two reasonable assumptions: Ei- 
ther he is preparing to leave the 
family faith—the Roman Cath- 
olic Church—or he is deluding 
the American voters into believ- 
ing these are his principles, prin- 
ciples he will discard when once 
he is elected. 

We entreat our readers to 
evaluate these important maneu- 
vers and regardless of partisan 
interests to look to the man who 
will give his country his full 
loyalty and will defend the Con- 
stitution with all his strength. 
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Pope John XXIII: Jr. and Sr. 


Florence, Italy—The tourists were 
downright puzzled. They had just come 
from Rome, where a vigorous Pope 
John XXIII rules the Vatican. Now 
they were in Florence looking at the 
tomb of Pope John XXIII. 

The guide saw the bewilderment on 
their faces. 

“I’m sorry,” he said. “I must ex- 
plain. This is the tomb of a Pope John 
XXIII who died in the 15th century. 
He really wasn’t a legitimate pope. He 
was an anti-pope, a false claimant to 
the papacy. 

“For years I have told tourists that 
this is the tomb of Pope John XXIII. 
I never had to distinguish between him 
and the present pope. Now I must and 
I keep forgetting.” 

Donatello and Michelozzo, two of 
the greatest Italian Renaissance sculp- 
tors, have given the anti-pope a mag- 
nificent tomb just outside the historic 
cathedral of Florence. 

How did a man considered a false 
pope get such a fine tomb? 

The anti-pope, born about 1370, was 
Baldassarre Cossa, son of a_ noble 
family of Naples. He was eight when 
the “Great Schism” split the Roman 
Catholic Church. One pope, Clement 
VII, set up shop in Avignon, France; 
another, Urban VI, in Rome. 

The schism continued through the 
reigns of Popes Boniface IX, Innocent 
VII and Gregory XII in Rome, while 
the anti-pope Benedict XIII succeeded 
Clement in Avignon. 

Cossa, a youth of talent and energy, 
entered the service of the popes of 
Rome and became a cardinal at the 
age of 32. Seven years later he played 
an important part in the Council of 
Pisa, which sought to resolve the 
schism. Instead, it merely created an- 
other schismatic faction. 

The council ruled that both Gregory 
XII at Rome and Benedict XIII in 
Avignon should be deposed. Then 


Cossa brought about the election of 
Alexander V, now considered an anti- 
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pope. A year later, in 1410, Alexander 
died and Cossa was elected Pope John 
XXIII by the cardinals supporting him. 


The schism had political overtones 
and Cossa had the solid support of the 
rich city of Florence, which was then 
building itself into a rival of Rome 
and of France. 

But Gregory in Rome and Benedict 
in Avignon both refused to give way 
to Alexander or his successor, John, 
and until 1415 there were three rival 
claimants to the papacy. 


In that year, the Council of Con- 
stance brought about John’s abdication. 
Benedict was declared deposed. Greg- 
ory resigned to help resolve the schism. 

Two years later, Martin V was elect- 
ed pope and the schism ended. Cossa 
paid homage to Martin, who returned 
the erstwhile Pope John XXIII to the 
cardinalate. 

Cossa had long been a favorite of 
the flourishing Florence Republic and 
he went to Florence to spend his last 
years. On his death, his magnificent 
tomb was ordered built by Cosimo 
de Medici, a founder of the powerful 
ruling family of Renaissance Florence.

Piracy in Piety 


The celebrated shrine at Lourdes is 
the No. 1 pilgrimage center in Chris- 
tendom, but the town of Lourdes ex- 
ploits the shrine’s fame with a brazen 
tastelessness that is alarming French 
churchmen. Chief offenders are the 
dealers in pious objects. In Lourdes, a 
Pyrenees town of only 16,000 inhabi- 
tants but more than 600 hotels, some 
580 of the total 710 businesses deal 
solely in these gimmicky souvenirs of 
St. Bernadette Soubirous. Samples: 
neckties that glow at night with Berna- 
dette’s image, washable plastic Virgins 
in every size, cork-screws in the shape 
of Bernadette adoring the Virgin, 
fountain pens with peep-show Virgins 





in place of the usual naked woman, 
three-minute hourglasses embossed with 
Bernadette telling the Virgin how to 
time eggs. 

Even the waters that flow from taps 
in the Grotto are exploited. “Go drink 
at the fountain and there wash your- 
self,” Bernadette is said to have ad- 
monished after reporting that the Vir- 
gin had appeared to her in the Grotto. 
Merchants have not forgotten a word 
of it: they sell plastic bottles artfully 
shaped like Bernadette or the Virgin 
for carrying off the water. Bernadette 
imprinted soap for washing in it. Other 
“water” items: perfume, throat loz- 
enges, cakes and candy advertised as 
“made from water blessed by the Holy 
Father.” One ad agency is talking of 
hiring an airplane to skywrite ads for 
its clients’ products directly above the 
shrine .. . 

But outside the shrine’s gates, the 
bishop has no power. “He is not mas- 
ter of the situation,” admitted Father 
Emile Gabel, secretary of Lourdes In- 
ternational Information Center, and 
added that despite constant allegations 
in the anticlerical press that the church 
gets a rake-off from Lourdes mer- 
chants, “there is absolute no collusion 
between the bishop and the city.” (The 
church’s only income from the shrine: 
$500,000 yearly from Grotto collection 
boxes and sale of religious books, all 
used to maintain the buildings.) As for 
the pious objects, “we cannot suppress 
bad tastes,” said Father Gabel. “But 
we will advise against them, trusting 
that Lourdes businessmen, like film 
producers in America, will see the 
error of their ways.”

Taxpayers Subsidize 
Catholic Church 


Dear Dr. Montajio: 


The enclosed copy of a Depart- 
ment of State press release, 
which I received today, may be 
_ of interest to those people who 
are not interested in subsidizing 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
are not aware that they are do- 
ing so. 

Now I can see why such 
Catholic-influenced organizations 
as the press, Farmers Union, La- 
bor Organizations, and others are 
so all out for the continuation of 
Public Law 480 (Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assis- 
tance Act). 

This law has evidently been a 
great benefit in keeping the Cath- 
olic Church on its feet in those 
countries which are _ predomi- 
nantly Roman Catholic. 

To me, the figures in the en- 
closed release tell the story. The 
payments for ocean freight 
charges paid to the Catholic Re- 
lief Services represent approxi- 
mately 62% of the total ocean 
freight charges paid to all agen- 
cies. This 62% figure, I believe, 
can be used to estimate the ap- 
proximate share of the total food, 
clothing, medicines, and other 
relief supplies which were dis- 
tributed by the Catholic Relief 
Service. This total can further be 
seen by the $28,423,480 worth 
sent to Italy, and the larger 
amounts sent to other predomi- 
nantly Catholic countries. 

The release states that of the 
total shipments of 691,973 tons, 
32,909 tons or approximately 5% 
was private donations. This 
leaves approximately 95% of the 
total food, clothing, medicines, 
and other relief supplies which 
were billed to the taxpayers. 

It appears that the Protestant 
organizations must have been 
asleep and came out on the short 
end of this subsidy.

During the six years ended June 30, 1958, American voluntary 
agencies shipped a total of 2.238 million tons of supplies valued at 
$670.49 million. Ocean freight charges paid by ICA during the period 
amounted to $83.6 million. 


The number of recipient countries has increased from 10 in 1953 


to 35 in 1958, while the total quantity of annual shipments rose from 
46,524 tons in 1953 to 691,973 in 1958. 
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In Defense of Unions 
Dear Sir: 


While I admire most of your 
work, I must challenge your edi- 
torial in the January issue about 
your attack on labor unions. 

Most of your readers can re- 
member the days without union- 
ism, the lockouts and _ vicious 
abuses heaped upon us and the 
multiple massacres by the indus- 
trial giants, and the hardships of 
labor families which are now 
softened when a lockout or strike 
occurs because of extensive help 
from our union.

You Be the Judge 


Lourdes hucksters gave no sign that 
they saw any such error. In this cen- 
tennial year, pilgrims are expected to 
spend more than $190 million on 
pious objects. Even the smallest shop 
near the shrine is estimated to be worth 
almost $200,000 to its owner. Lourdes 
has now even put hinges on its street 
signs to reroute traffic through a differ- 
ent area of town every two weeks so 
as to give each merchant an equal 
crack at the pilgrims.

All churches must keep books as 
well as the Book. One of the older 
financial problems besetting the Roman 
Catholic Church came to light in 
Lourdes last week. The occasion: a 
stern message to his flock from Bishop 
Pierre-Marie Théas of Tarbes and 
Lourdes, a churchman who has long 
battled commercialization of France’s 
famed shrine (Time, July 21). This 
time Bishop Théas’ anger was aimed 
at Lourdes’ own Roman Catholic In- 
formation Center: “Henceforth Cath- 
olics must, as a matter of conscience, 
abstain from membership, gifts or sub- 
scriptions (to the center). The presence 
on its committee of priests foreign to 
the diocese is an aggravating circum- 
stance.” 

Back of the aggravation was a his- 
tory of near financial disaster which 
began three years ago with Bishop 
Théas’ approval of costly plans for a 
new underground basilica in Lourdes. 
To pay for the $2,800,000 structure, 
the bishop borrowed from the bankers 
against future donations from pilgrims. 
But no sooner was ground broken than 
floods threatened to sweep away the 
foundations; the cost of repairs dou-

bled the final estimate to some $5,600.- 
000. With half the original funds al- 
ready spent, Théas again applied to 
the bankers, but was turned down. 

As work ground to a halt, Théas 
appealed to Pope Pius XII, who put 
him in touch with energetic, persuasive 
Monsignor George Roche, onetime 
parish priest in Poitiers, France. Roche 
underwrote the basilica, but in return 
demanded complete control of all ba- 
silica finances in Lourdes. He formed 
a small controlling group called “As- 
sociation of the Friends of Lourdes” 
(among the members: Backer Nelvina 
Rivet), . which promptly required 
passes from all pilgrims (86 cents for 
French, $1.72 for foreigners), launched 
sidelines to bring in more money— 
sale of medals, souvenirs, books. 
Aghast at more commercialism, Bish- 
op Théas protested to Rome, which 
finally sent a coadjutor bishop to keep 
an eye on the enterprising association. 

Last month the smoldering fuss 
flared further. The tinder: Lourdes’ 
new Information Center, founded with 
the blessings of France’s Cardinal 
Tisserant. Bishop Théas discovered not 
only that one of the center’s staff 
priests belonged to Opus Cenaculi, but 
that it was planning to start its own 
publishing house instead of devoting 
all revenue to the basilica. 

Last week, as Bishop Théas called 
on his diocese to boycott the “For- 
eigners,” the new basilica stood finally 
finished. Less splendid was the open 
feud among churchmen. As Paris’ Le 
Monde put it: “Monsignor Théas has 
paid a heavy price for his basilica in 
every sense of the word.”
